VII. 

OXYGEN-ACIDS  AND  SALTS  (cOntitlUed) . 

Permanganates. 

Permanganic  acid  or  Hydric  permanganate,  HMnO^,  is 
represented  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  by  its  most  important  deri- 
vative, namely  : 

PoTASsic  Permanganate,  KMnO^  (Permanganate  of  potas- 
sium ;  PotasstK  permanganas,  KO,Mn^O.,,  B.  P.)  This  new 
officinal  salt  is  prepared  by  the  process  recommended  by  Dr. 
Gregory.  A  solution  of  potassic  hydrate  in  a  very  small 
quantity  of  water  is  added  to  a  mixture  of  finely-divided 
manganic  peroxide  and  potassic  chlorate,  and  the  resulting 
paste  is  dried  on  a  sand  bath,  pulverized  and  exposed  in  a 
crucible  to  a  dull  red  heat.  By  this  treatment  the  potassic 
chlorare  is  decomposed  and  potassic  manganate,  K2Mn04,  the 
"mineral  chameleon"  of  old  chemists,  is  formed.  The  re- 
action may  be  thus  expressed  : 

6KH0  +  3MnOj  +  KCIO,  =  SKjMnO^  +  KCl  +  SHaO. 

To  convert  the  manganate  into  permanganate  and  to  remove 
secondary  products,  the  fused  mass  is  twice  boiled  with 
distilled  water,  and  the  solutions  thus  obtained,  after  thf> 
subsidence  of  insoluble  matter,  arc  decanted,  united,  neutral- 
ised exactly  with  dilute  sulphuric  acid,  evaporated  until  a 
pellicle  forms,  and  set  aside  to  cool  and  crystallise.  By  the 
action  of  the  boiling  water,  the  manganate  is  resolved  into 
permanganate,  manganic  peroxide  and  potassic  hydrate,  thus  : 

SK^MnO^  -f-  2HjO  =  2KMn04  -f-  MnO,  -f  4KH0. 
The  peroxide  being  insoluble  is  left  behind  when  the  sola- 
tions  are  decanted.  The  potassic  hydrate  is  neutralised  by 
the  dilute  acid,  and  the  sulphate  thus  produced  remains  in 
the  mother  liquid,  together  with  the  potassic  chloride  formed 
in  the  first  part  of  the  process.  To  purify  the  permanganate 
it  is  recrystallised  from  a  solution  which  has  been  strained 
Ihtough  a  funnel  lightly  plugged  with  asbestos. 

Acetates. 

Acetic  Acid,  or  Htdric  Acetate,  CjH^O,,  or  HC5H3OJ. 
(Glacial  acetic  acid,  hydrate  of  acetyl;  Acidum  nceticum 
glaciale,  monohydratcd  acetic  acid,  HO,C^n^O^,  B.  P.)  This 
important  compound  may  be  regarded  as  a  molecule  of  water, 

jjO,  in  which  half  the  hydrogen  is  replaced  by  the  radicle 

acetyl,  CjHjO  ;  hence  its  rational  formula  is  ^^^^0  j  q 

the  Pharmacopoeia  process  it  is  produced  by  the  double 
decomposition  of  sodic  acetate  and  sulphuric  acid  : 

2NaCjH,0,  +  HjSOi  =  2G^Ufi^  -f  NajSO,. 

The  acetic  acid  is  separated  from  the  sodic  sulphate  bv 
distillation.  The  product  is  sometimes  contaminated  with 
sulphurous  acid,  which  is  detected  by  its  action  upon  potassic 
lodate  in  the  presence  of  starch.  (Iodine  is  liberated,  and 
imparts  to  the  starch  a  blue  colour.)  By  treatment  with  the 
oxidising  agent,  manganic  peroxide,  this  sulphurous  acid  is 
converted  into  sulphuric  acid,  which  remains  behind  when 
the  product  is  redistilled. 

The  aqueous  acetic  acid  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  (Acidum 
o<;e<ic«m)  contains  33  parts  of  the  true  or  glacial  acid  to  6"  of 
water.  Vmegar  (Acetum,  B.  P.)  is  described  as  "impure 
dilute  acetic  acid  prepared  from  French  wines  by  the  acetous 
fermentation.  In  the  process  of  fermentation  each  molecule 
of  the  vmous  alcohol,  C,H,0,  is  acted  upon  by  two  atoms  of 
oxygen,  and  acetic  acid  and  water  are  produced  : 
C,H«0  -h  O,  =  CH^O,  -h  H,0. 
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The  molecule  of  acetic  acid  contains  only  one  replaceable 
atom  of  hydrogen,  consequently  the  normal  acetates  are  repre- 
sented by  the  general  formulee  MCoHiO,  and  M"(C2H:,0,)j, 
in  which  the  symbols  M  and  M"  denote  respectively  a  univa- 
lent and  a  bivalent  metal.  Besides  the  normal  salts  there 
are  certain  basic  acetates  which  require  more  complex 
formulse  to  express  their  composition ;  the  so-called  "  sub- 
acetates "  of  copper  and  lead  are  examples. 

Sodic  Acetate,  NaCjHjOj.  Crystallised  NaCjHjOj-SHjO. 
(Acetate  of  sodium  ;  Acetate  of  soda,  NaO,C^H^Oj  +  6 HO, 
B.  P.)  This  salt  is  used  for  making  glacial  acetic  acid,  and 
is  therefore  noticed  in  the  Appendix  among  the  articles 
employed  in  the  preparation  of  medicines. 

Potassic  Acetate,  KCoHjOj.  (Acetate  of  potassium; 
Potassts  acetas,  K0,C^H^6^,  B.  P.)  This  medicinal  salt  is 
prepared  by  dissolving  potassic  carbonate  in  aqueous  acetic 
acid,  evaporating  the  solution  to  dryness  and  cautiously 
fusing  the  residue.  The  two  atoms  of  potassium  in  the  car- 
bonate replace  two  atoms  of  hydrogen  in  the  acid,  carbonic 
anhydride  sscapes,  and  the  residual  oxygen  unites  with  the 
liberated  hydrogen  to  form  water  : 

KjCOa  -f.  2CjH,0,  =  2KC0H3O,  -I-  COj  +  HjO. 

Ammonic  Acetate,  NH4'C2H302.  (Acetate  of  ammonium ; 
Acetate  of  ammonia,  NH^O,C^^^O^,  B.  P.)  An  aqueous 
solution  of  this  compound  is  one  of  the  officinal  preparations 
(Liquor  ammonioe  acetatis.)  It  is  made  by  saturating  aqueous 
acetic  acid  with  strong  solution  of  ammonia  : 

CoH.O,  -f  NH3  =  NHi-C2H302. 
CuPRTC  Acetate,  Cu''(C2H302)2.    (Normal  cupric  acetate  ; 
Acetate  of  coprer,  CuO,CiTJ^O^,  B.  P.)  A  solution  of  this  salt 
is  one  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  tests.    It  is  prepared  by  digesting 
the  hydrato-acetate  (verdigris)  in  dQuted  acetic  acid : 
CuHOCjHjOj  +  CoH^O^  =  Cu(C,ll302)..  +  HjO. 

Citric  Hvdrato-acetate,  Cu"HOC2H302.  Crystallised, 
ZCuHOCjHiOo'oH^O.  (Basic  cupric  acetate;  Subacetate 
of  copper,  verdigris,  2CuO,C^l^■^0^  -1-  6 HO,  B.  P)  This 
basic  salt,  which  is  mentioned  in  the  Appendix  of  the  Phar- 
macopoeia, may  be  regarded  as  a  derivative  of  the  double

the  formula  of  this  salt  it  may  be  represented  as  a  compound 
of  normal  cupric  acetate  and  cupric  hydrate,  thus  :  Cu" 
(C3H3O2)j-Cu"H,0,- 

Zi.vc  Acetate,  Zn"(C2H30,')2.  Crystallized.  Zn(CjH30,),. 
3H2O.  (Acetate  of  zinc  ;  Zmct  a«e<rt.s,  ZnO,6\/73'.'3  +  2UO, 
B.  P.)  This  medicinal  salt  is  prepared  by  dissolving  zinc 
carbonate  in  diluted  acetic  acid : 

ZnCOj  +  2CjH402  =  Zn(C2n302)2  +  CO,  +  HoO. 

The  solution  thus  obtained  is  boiled,  filtered,  and  set  aside 
to  crystallise.  According  to  Watts's  Diclionary  of  Chemistry 
the  crystals  contain  three  molecules  of  water,  but  the  com- 
pilers of  the  Pharmacopoeia  have  represented  them  with  only 
two. 

Plumbic  Acetate,  Pb'XCjHjO,^.  Crystallised,  Pb(C2H3 
Oj),-3HjO.  (Normal  plumbic  acetate  ;  Plumbi  acetas,  PbO, 
^■4^303  +  ZHO,  B.  P.)  To  prepare  this  salt,  plumbic  oxide 
(litharge)  is  dissolved  in  diluted  acetic  acid  with  the  aid  of  a 
gentle  heat ;  the  solution  is  then  filtered,  evaporated  till  a 
pellicle  forms  and  set  aside  to  crystallize.  The  reaction  of 
the  oxide  and  acid  may  be  thus  expressed  : 

PbO  +  2C2H1O2  =  Pb(C2H^02)2  +  H2O. 
Plumbic  Hydrato-acetate,  Pb"HOC2H302.  (Basic 
plumbic  acetate;  Subacetate  of  lead,  II  b(),C\H,Ot,  B.  P. 
According  to  the  Pharmacopoeia  the  Liquor  plumbi  subace- 
tatis,  commonly  known  as  "Goulard's  Extract,"  is  an  aqueous 
solution  of  this  salt.  The  solution  is  prepared  by  boiling 
normal  plumbic  acetate  and  plumbic  oxide  in  water  : 

Pb(C2H,02)2  +  PbO  -f  HjO  =  2PbHOC2H,02. 
The  hydrato-acetates  of  lead  and  copper  are  analogous 
compounds. 

Bemoatei. 

Benzoic  Acid,  or  Htdric  Benzoate,  C.IInOj,  or  IIC,H502. 
(Hydrate  of  benzoyl;  Acidum  bemoicnm,  HO,V^^H^U^,  B.  P. 
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This  compound  is  regarded  as  n  derivative  of  ^valer,  iu  whi.^h 
half  the  typical  l.y(h»gcu  is  replaced  by  tlie  univalent  radicle 

benzoyl,  thus:  C7][^^|o. 

AMMONicBBNzoATE,Kir,-C,H,0,.  Cry8.2Nn.C  H,^^^ 
rBenzoftte  of  ammonium;  Ammmins  be.nzuas,  jWll^U.CiiHfU, 
+  no,  D.  P.)    'J  'lis  salt  is  prepared  from  benzoic  acid  and 
solution  of  ammonia ;

Valerianates. 

Valerianic  acid  or  Hydric  valerianate,  CJIjoOj,  or  HCjHuOj 
is  represented  in  the  Pharmacopasia  by  its  two  derivatives, 
sodic  and  zinc  valerianates. 

Sonic  Valeuianatb,  NaCJIuOj.  Valerianate  of  sodmm  ; 
Valerianate  of  Soda,  NaO,C^J}gO„  B.  P.)  The  proccfs  for 
preparing  this  salt,  described  in  Appendix  A,  depends  upon 
the  conversion  of  amyl-alcohol  or  "  fousel  oil,"  CjHijO,  into 
valerianic  acid  by  oxidation,  thus  : 

CjHijO  +  Os  =  CjHioO,  +  HjQ. 

The  oxidising  agent  is  a  mixture  of  potassic  dichromate 
and  sulphuric  acid.  The  distilled  liquid  having  been 
saturated  with  sodic  hydrate,  yields  the  valerianate  on 
evaporation. 

Zinc  Valeriaxate,  Zn"(C5H903)j.  (Valerianate  of  zinc  ; 
Zinci  Valerianae,  ZnO,C-^i,T1^0j,  B.  P.)  This  salt  is  prepared 
by  the  double  decomposition  of  zinc  sulphate  and  sodic 
valerianate : 

Zn"SO,  +  2N-aC5H305  =  Zn"(C5H„0,)3  +  Na,SO«. 

The  zinc  valerianate  being  less  soluble  than  the  sodic  sul- 
phate, crystallises  out  first. 
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FITTK  ANNUAL  MEETING. • 

Ox  Thursday,  the  19th  July,  the  fifth  annual  meeting  of  this 
Society  was  held  at  their  office,  20,  New  Ormond  Street,  and 
the  President,  Henry  Matthews,  Esq..  F.C.S.,  occupied  the 
chair.  The  meeting  was  numerously  attended,  and  comprised 
a  largo  number  of  country  members'.  Amongst  these  gentle- 
men, who  came  from  Sheffield,  Bristol,  Bolton,  Cirenc  ester, 
Nottingham,  Hull,  Rochester,  and  other  places,  were  Messrs. 
Hornby,  vice-president;  Huddlestone,  honorary  secretary; 
Dobb.  Hudson,  Newham,  Colton,  Jepson,  Watts,  AVait, 
bmith;  Toogood,  ex-chairman,  Hull  district;  Mitchell,  hon. 
sec  ;  Lewis,  hon.  sec. ;  Blain,  hon.  sec. ;  Harwood.  Bainahy 
and  others.  Previous  to  the  commencement  of  the  regular 
business  of  the  day,  some  discussion  arose  as  to  whether 
reporters  should  be  allowed  to  be  present. 

The  Secretary  e.^plaiiied  that  in  consequence  of  the  very 
one-sided  view  which  had  been  taken  of  the  operations  of  the 
bociety  for  some  two  or  three  months  past,  the  Committee 
nacl  itiought  It  incumbent  upon  them  to  have,  for  the  future, 
an  mdppcndent  reporter  present  to  report  their  proceedings. 
AS  to  the  other  gentlemen  of  the  press  who  were  there,  it 
remainea  for  the  meeting  to  decide  whether  they  should 
remam.  He  might  add,  however,  that  one  of  the  proprietors

persons  held  up  their  hands  for  it ;  and  only  three  voted 
when  the  resolution  was  put  that  they  should  have  no  more 
to  do  with  the  Pliarmaceutical  Society.  He  would  ask 
whether  such  resolutions  came  with  any  force  ■>vh(  U  it  was 
recollected  that  there  were  in  the  uistrict  70  or  80  members  ; 
and  for  his  part  he  submitted  that  such  resolutions  did  not 
amount  to  a  fair  representation  of  the  opinion  of  the  district. 

Mr.  Hudson  thought  that  if  circulars  were  sent  to  all  ihe 
members  of  the  district,  and  they  did  not  choose  to  attend, 
they  ought  cheerfully  to  BubT.it  to  the  conclusion  arrived  at 
by  those  who  were  at  tb";  meeting.  In  reference  to  Sheffield, 
ho  could  himself  s])iiak  as  to  the  great  difficulty  of  getting  the 
members  together  at  a  meeting. 

Mr.  Donn  had  heard  that  circulars  were  sent  rouiid  to 
members  at  Sheffield,  and  that  certain  resolutions  of  a  very 
strong  character  were  passed  there.  He  himself  was  not 
present,  but  he  believed  that  one  of  the  Committee  went 
down  from  London,  and  was  desirous  of  reading  some  state- 
ments in  reference  to  those  dissensions  in  the  Committee 
which  they  all  deplored ;  which  they  all  knew  were  injurious 
to  the  Society  ;  and  which  they  had  come  there  to  condemn. 
(Hear,  hear.)  He  was  informed  that  it  was  decided  that  they 
should  not  receive  the  statements  which  this  gentleman  was 
desirous  of  reading  ;  but  that  certain  resolutions  should  be 
passed  relevant  tolhepast  services  of  Mr.  Buott,  and  it  was  also 
decided  that  they  should  come  up,  hear  both  sides  of  the 
question,  and  decide  it.  (Hear,  hear.)  He  trusted  that  they 
had  not  prejudged  the  question,  but  that  they  were  deter- 
mined as  men  of  intelligence  to  do  th(-ir  duty  to  the  Society, 
and  to  uphold  it,  because  it  was  doing  all  it  could  to  raise  the 
status  of  the  trade,  and  was  likely  at  an  early  dale  to  obtain 
for  them  a  statute  of  incorporation.  (Cheers.) 

ilr.  Anderson  trusted  thnt  the  gentlemen  who  came  from 
Birmingham,  Manchester,  Hull,  and  Sheffield,  would  not 
allow  any  invidious  comparison  to  be  drawn  between  those 
diflerent  places. 

The  financial  stateifrtnt  and  the  report  were  then  read  and 
adopted. 

The  Chairman  said  that  the  next  matter  of  business  to 
come  before  them  was  the  consideration  of  the  following 
resolution : — "  T*hat  it  was  incomritible  with  the  independence 
and  prosperity  of  the  UTiited  Society  of  Cheniists  and  Drug- 
gists that  the  represe(H«tives  to  any  trading  company  should 
sit  upon  its  Executive  Committee  in  such  a  proportion  as  to 
secure  a  majority  in  favour  of  their  own  interests  and 
opinions." 

Mr.  Yeats  begged  to  move  tliat  resolution,  and  said  that 
he  should  leave  it  to  the  gentlemen  who  were  present  to 
discuss  the  matter. 

Mr.  Heppell  seconded  it. 

Mr.  ToooooD  begged  to  say  a  few  words  in  i  eference  to  the 
resolution.  The  members  of  the  Society  at  Hull  had  no 
objection  to  any  individual  member  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, but  they  were  quite  unanimous  that  it  was  not 
desirable  that  the  majority  of  the  committee  should  be  mem- 
bers of  a  trading  company.  He  agreed  that  they  had  great 
difficulty  in  getting  together  a  meeting  at  Hull,  but  the 
reason  was  that  the  members  had  confidence  in  those  who  did 
attend,  and  therefore  they  left  the  matter  iu  their  hands. 
Another  cause  was  that  many  members  of  the  trade  in  the 
country  had  to  keep  open  their  .Khops  until  nine  or  ten  at 
night,  and  in  many  instances  they  had  only  apprentices,  who 
_>vere  not  sufficiently  qualified  to  be  left  alone  in  the  .shop 
They  were,  1  owever,  as  he  had  said,  all  unanimous  in  favour 
of  the  resolution  now  before  the  meeting.  It  ha  I  been  men- 
tioned that  at  Manchester  only  eight  members  out  of  sixty 
attended,  and  at  Hull  they  only  got  together  nine,  ten,  or  ai 
most,  eleven.  The  willing  horse  generally  got  the  most  work, 
but  ho  repeated  that  all  the  members  were  satisfied  with  what 
those  who  attended  the  meetings  did. 

The  Chairman  thought  that  this  was  rather  an  extra- 
ordin.ary  resolution  to  bring  forward,  and  for  this  reason,  that 
they  who  were  in  that  room  had  no  right  to  know  whetl>er  nr.y 
particular  gentleman  was  or  was  not  ctmnected  with  a  trading 
company.  (Hear,  hear.)  They  had  no  right  to  know  that 
as  members  of  the  United  Society.  Gentlemen  were  elected 
upon  the  committee  because  they' were  qualified  for  the  posi- 
tion, and  their  connection  with  a  trading  company  had  nothing 
to  do  with  the  question.  (Hear,  hear.)  If  thev  should  think 
that  there  was  imything  to  complain  of  the  reinedy  would  be 
in  their  own  hands  when  the  time  of  election  came.

Mr.  Hbppell  said  the  fact  -was  this,  that  out  of  fourteen  or 
fifteen  gentlemen  who  attended  the  committee  seven  or  ten 
of  them  always  acted  together,  and  the  rest  hnd  no  power  to 
deal  with  them.  (Cheers.)  The  result  of  this  state  of  things 
was  this,  that  committee-men  had  ceased  to  attend,  because 
they  found  it  to  be  useless.  (Cheers.)  The  Chairman  said 
that  they  had  no  right  to  know  that  the  gentlemen  who  had 
been  referred  to  were  members  of  a  trading  company  ;  but 
they  knew  it  from  having  attended  from  month  to  month 
without  being  able  to  do  anything,  because  those  gentlemen 
he  had  mentioned  had  the  interests  of  their  own  company  at 
heart.  They  perhaps  even  met  of  their  own  authority,  to 
discuss  matters  which  they  had  at  heart,  and  then  came  to 
the  meeting  of  the  Society  to  carry  the  motion  which  they 
had  previously  discussed  amongst  themselves. 

Mr.  Booh  wished  to  say  that  he  should  not  have  risen 
except  for  the  fact  that  he  was  a  member  of  the  Committee, 
and  also  of  the  trading  company,  to  which  allusion  had  been 
made.  He  was  very  much  surprised  that  this  matter  should 
be  brought  forward  without  it  having  been  laid  before  the 
Executive  Committee,  or  before  any  authority  whatever  ;  and 
he  must  say  that  he  regarded  it  as  a  great  insult,  not  only  to 
the  President  and  the  Committee,  but  to  the  whole  of  the 
trade.  Any  resolution  such  as  this  should  have  appeared 
upon  the  minute-book  of  the  Committee,  or  upon  the  agenda 
paper  of  the  day.  The  real  question  was  this,  had  the 
members  of  the  Committee  done  their  duty,  or  had  they  not? 
(Hear,  hear.)  He  would  say  that  they  had  acted  at  a  great 
sacrifice  of  time  and  of  money,  and  had,  to  the  best  of  their 
power,  upheld  the  interests  of  the  Society.  They  did  not 
come  there  as  a  majority  ;  there  were  on  the  Committee  in 
London  seventeen  or  nineteen  gentlemen,  and  if  they  did  not 
attend  it  was  not  the  fault  of  the  others.  It  had  been  said 
that  the  gentlemen  connected  with  the  trading  company 
attended  ten  strong,  but  they  could  not  do  this,  because  they 
were  only  seven  in  number. 

The  Secretary  :  And  three  shareholders  in  addition.  The 
notice  of  the  resolution  had  been  upon  the  minute-book  full 
a  month,  and  been  commented  upon  at  the  previous  Com- 
mittee meeting  several  weeks  ago. 

Mt.  Boor  repeated  that  they  had  upheld  the  Society  in 
every  way  they  could  do.  He  believed  that  they  did  not 
want  to  be  re-elected  upon  the  Committee,  and  for  his  part 
he  would  say,  "  If  you  can  elect  others  who  will  do  the  duty 
better,  do  it  with  all  my  heart."  Whether  they  were  con- 
nected with  the  trading  company  or  not,  they  came  there  as 
independent  men,  and  to  say  that  they  had  a  private  meeting 
to  discuss  what  should  be  done  was  to  resort  to  deliberate 
falsehood.  (Loud  cries  of  "Order.")  He  assured  the  meet- 
ing that  those  to  whom  he  alluded  did  not  combine  together, 
as  was  supposed,  but  if  he  had  caused  offence  by  any  remark 
which  he  had  made,  he  begged  to  apologise. 

Mr.  HerpELi,  explained  that  what  he  had  intended  to  say 
was  that  the  gentlemen  referred  to  might  or  not  meet  the  day 
previously  to  the  meeting  of  the  Committee. 

Mr.  Hornby  regretted  that  this  matter  seemed  to  be  one  of 
personality,  and  he  would  recommend  that  they  should  con- 
sider the  question  as  one  of  business  only.  With  regard  to 
the  proposition  which  had  been  brought  under  their  notice, 
he  should  support  it  with  all  the  energy  which  he  could 
bring  to  bear,  but  without  any  hostile  leeling  against  the 
Drug  Company.  There  was  no  necessity  for  such  feeling, 
because  the  meeting  had  the  remedy  in  their  own  hands,  for 
they  could  either  elect  or  not  elect  the  members  of  the  Drug 
Company  to  sit  upon  the  Committee.  If  they  were  re- 
elected, then  the  meeting  must  abide  by  the  result,  because 
it  would  be  their  own  fault.  (Cheers.)  He  was  sorry  to  hear 
strong  language,  the  use  of  which  ill  became  gentlemen  of 
their  position,  and  he  hoped  that  those  who  followed  him 
would  not  fall  into  the  same  fault. 

Mr.  JoxATHAx  Potter,  as  a  director  of  the  Drug  Company, 
tendered  to  the  chairman  their  thanks  for  the  observations 
which  he  had  made.  The  resolution  seemed  to  him  (Mr. 
Potter)  to  be  one  of  the  most  cowardly  insults  which  could 
he  offered  to  the  members  of  the  Company.  (Cries  of  Order.") 
Tic  said  this  because  if  there  wore  anything  to  complain  of, 
the  meeting  had  the  remedy  entirely  in  their  own  lianda. 
It  was  for  them  to  say  whom  tliey  were  going  to  elect  on  the 
committee  ;  they  should  not  elect  members  of  ihc  Company 
if  they  did  not  want  them  ;  but  they  should  not  at  the  same 
time  condemn  them  all  simply  because  they  were  members  of 


the  Company ;  and  without  wanting  to  wound  the  feelings  of 
any  gentleman  or  to  insult  him,  he  must  say  the  attack  was  a 
cowardly  one.    He  believed  that  he  was  one  of  the  earliest 
members  of  the  United  Society,  and  it  arose  in  this  way. 
Some  time  ago  he  was  brought  into  communication  with  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.    They  required  aid,  and  sent  round 
to  the  trade  ;  but  he  said,  "  Why  come  to  me  r  I  am  not  one 
of  you."    The  reply  was,  that  they  would  all  come  together 
soon.    They  went  to  Mr.  Walpole,  the  Secretary  of  State, 
and  he  said,  "You  only  represent  that  portion  of  the  che- 
mists and  druggists  that  are  represented  by  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society."  It  was  thus  plain  that  somebody  should  repre- 
sent those  who  were  not  represented  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  ;  and  this  was  his  vocation.    It  pleased  somebody  to 
elect  him  a  treasurer,  and  also  a  member  of  the  Committee. 
He  had  worked  hard  for  the  Society,  and  he  was  sorry  now 
to  see  in  the  room  the  faces  of  persons  who  were  brought 
there  for  a  particular  purpose.     /Cries  of  "Order.")  He 
would  retract  that  expression  ;  but  at  the  same  time  he  would 
challenge  any  person  to  say  that  he  had  done  anything  which 
was  at  all  derogatory  to  the  interests  of  the  Society.  They 
had  gone  on  very  well  for  a  long  time  ;  but  unfortunately  it 
happened  that  the  Wholesale  Drug  Company  was  started. 
He  did  not  think  that  there  was  a  word  said  against  any 
members  of  the  Committee  before  that  Company  started. 
(Hear,  hear.)    Then  what  on  earth  had  changed  them,  and 
made  them  different  men  ;  it  could  not  be  because  they  sat 
upon  another  committee  for  a  different  purpose.     It  was 
really  one  of  the  most  ridiculous  things  that  had  ever  been 
brought  forward.    He  must  say  that  they  were  wrong  in 
adopting  the  present  course,  though  they  would  not  be  wrong 
in  turning  out  any  member  of  the  Committee  if  they  liked 
to  do  80.  Let  them,  however,  do  it  in  a  gentlemanly  way.  If 
they  turned  him  out,  of  course  he  must  go,  but  he  would 
leave  them  with  the  best  wishes  for  their  success,  and  he 
would  still  do  the  best  he  could  for  them.    He  hoped  to  see 
the  day  when  there  would  be  -an  incorporated  trade  (hear, 
hear)  ;  but  unfortunately  one  party  thought  that  they  had 
been  too  pharmaceutical,   and  the  other  not  pharmaceu- 
tical enough.    There  were  two  parties  ;  and  they  must  in- 
duce, or  compel  by  Act  of  Parliament,  the  Pharniaceutieal 
Society  to  come  to  them.    This  was  the  policy  which  he  and 
his  friends  had  adopted.    In  conclusion,  he  would  say  that 
there  were  times  when  it  behoved  them  to  look  after  their 
own  interest.    He  and  his  friends  had  watched  and  worked 
for  the  interests  of  the  Society  ever  since  they  had  been  on 
the  Committee,  and  yet,  because  they  had  joined  another 
society  they  would  be  turned  out.    They  must  turn  them 
out  if  they  would,  but  still  he  should  wish,  them  every  suc- 
cess. (Cheers.) 

Mr.  D'AunNEV  thought  that  the  resolution  was  entirely 
uncalled  for  The  members  of  the  Drug  Company  who  were 
upon  the  Committee  numbered  only  seven ;  and  though 
there  were  three  shareholders  also  there,  yet  he  trusted  that 
they  would  not  exclude  all  shareholders  in  the  Company 
from  being  upon  the  Committee  of  the  United  Society.  ("  No, 
no.")  Those  to  whom  the  resolution  referred  were  those  wdio 
had  supported  the  Society  from  the  commencement  to  the 
present  time,  and  there  was  scarcely  a  meeting  which  they 
had  not  attended,  and  this  year.s  ago,  when  there  was  great 
difficulty  in  getting  together  meetings.  Ho  therefore,  with 
all  deference  to  the  gentlemen  who  supported  the  resolution, 
must  say  that  they  would  do  a  great  injustice  in  turning 
them  out.  Such  a  result  would  save  him  a  great  amount  of 
money  and  a  great  deal  of  lime ;  and  whatever  conclusion 
they  came  to,  he  wished  them  success. 

Mr.  Barningham  drew  attention  to  this,  that  there  was  no 
charge  brought  against  any  gentleman ;  it  was  simply  a 
question  whether  it  was  for  the  interest  of  the  United  Society 
that  so  many  gentlemen  connected  with  the  Drug  Company 
should  be  upon  the  Committee, 

Mr.  Wade  did  not  rise  to  defend  himself  or  his  fellow 
labourers,  l>ut  rather  to  give  them  some  little  insight  into  the 
origin  of  this  Drug  Company.  The  Drug  Company  was  at 
the  present  time  somewhat  in  disrepute  there ;  but  still  it 
was  a  fact  that  it  was  originated  entirely  for  the  benefit  of 
the  United  Society.    (Cries  of  "  Oh,  oh,"  and  uproar.) 

A  Mi'.MiiRR  asked  for  proof  of  this  ns.cortion  ;  lie  did  not 
see  how  the  Drug  (Vmipany  could  benefit  thom  in  any  way. 

The  Chairman  hoped  that  the  speaker  would  keep  to  the 
point. 
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nT  w.«„  ^<^nt^nlled:— It  wns  originated  not  bo  much  for 
the tnTfit  oVtr^^^^^^^^^  of  the  SocW  ("No.  no.")^  He 
the  benetit  o   ui  originated  in  consequence  of  the 

wholes  e  V  rses  not  supporting  the  IBeneyolent  Pund  of 
he  Soe  ety  ;  in  consequence  of  their  not  g.vn.g  them  any 
countenance  but  giving  all  their  support  to  the  Pharma- 
Peutical  Society.    When  this  became  apparent  it  was  said, 

AVhv  can't  we  serve  the  wholesale  houses  out,  and  raise  a 
bu-iinoss  company  with  which  wo  can  deal  among  ourselves  ?  " 

The  CiiAiimAN  thought  that  it  would  be  a  pity  to  contmue 
this  matter,  for  it  was  really  not  to  the  point. 

Mr.  Andeuson  said  that  he  was  one  of  the  lixccutive  Com- 
mittee, and  he  attended  the  meetings  of  that  body  with  equiil 
loss  to  that  suffered  by  the  members  of  the  Drug  Company. 
He  held  the  members  of  that  body  in  no  disrespect ;  and, 
indeed,  there  was  amongst  them  his  friend  Mr.  Potter,  to 
whom  of  course  he  could  not  impute  anything  improper  ;  but 
speaking  of  them  collectively  he  must  say,  "  I  can't  support 
you."  (Laughter.)  He  had  attended  the  meetings  of  the 
Executive  Co°mmittee,  and  had  done  all  the  service  which  he 
could  render  to  it ;  but  he  was  sorry  to  say  that  for  the  last 
eight  or  nine  months  there  had  been  nothing  but  personal  dis- 
putes there.  (Hear,  hear.)  He  believed  that  several  of  his 
friends  had  decided  to  abandon  the  interests  of  the  Society  if 
these  frivolous  and  personal  attacks  were  continued.  (Cries 
of  "  Shame.")  He  would  name  his  friends  Mr.  Freeman,  Mr. 
Heppell,  and  Mr.  Betty,  and  also  himself ;  they  had  nothing 
to  gain  from  the  Society,  but  they  wished  to  serve  it.  He 
boldly  asked  them  to  compare  their  services  with  those  of 
any  other  gentlemen.  But  what  he  wished  most  to  impress 
upon  them  was,  that  upon  all  the  questions  that  had  come 
before  the  Committee  he  had  never  known  in  any  case  any 
one  of  the  Directors  of  the  Company  separate  himself  from 
the  others  ;  he  liad  never  known  them  to  vote  independently 
of  each  other. 

Mr.  D'AuBNEY  :  We  voted  in  the  majority.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Anderson  had  no  doubt  that  that  was  entirely  true. 
Unfortunately  those  with  whom  he  had  acted  had  been  in  a 
minority  ;  yet  he  took  credit  for  that  minority  that  they  had 
prevented  this  Society  from  being  handed  over  to  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society.  (Cheers.)  That  minority  had  exercised 
great  moral  influence  in  defence  of  the  interests  of  the 
Society  they  had  in  fact,  brought  the  interests  of  the 
Society  to  that  Annual  Meeting,  and  it  was  for  those  present 
to  say  whether  they  would  have  their  affairs  managed  by 
independent  men,  belonging  to  no  board  and  no  company. 
(Cheers.)  He  asked  them  whether  they  would  have  the 
Society  conducted  by  independent  men,  or  whether  they 
would  allow  a  cabal  of  gentlemen  who  had  other  inte- 
rests to  rule.  (Cries  of  "Oh,  oh,"  and  cheers.)  He  was 
acquainted  with  several  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  ;  his  friend,  Mr.  Pass,  also  knew  a  member  of  the 
CouncU  of  that  Society;  and  they  had  heard  it  said,  "Oh, 
you  belong  to  the  men  who  assemble  every  month  for  the 
purpose  of  badgering  your  Secretary.  Your  behaviour  is 
'nuts'  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society."  (Hear,  hear.)  He 
pleaded  the  cause  of  the  Society  from  his  heart ;  he  did 
not  wish  its  objects  to  be  narrowed  for  the  sake  of  pri- 
vate interesU,  and  therefore  he  asked  them  to  record  an 
honest,  straightforward  vote  in  the  interests  of  the  Society. 
(Cheers.) 

Mr.  BuoTT,  junior,  observed  that  the  gentlemen  with 
whom  they  had  differences  to  day,  might  be  their  friends 
to-morrow  ;  he  would  state  as  temperately  as  possible  the 
whole  state  of  the  case.  It  has  been  stated  that  they  have 
the  remedy  for  anything  of  which  they  complained  in  their 
own  hands  ;  and  that  they  would  exercise  it  by  not  re-elect- 
ing the  members  of  the  Drug  Company  upon  the  committee. 
±sut  how-  were  the  gentlemen  who  came  from  the  country  to 
Know  who  were  members  of  the  drug  committee  or  not? 
^Uh,  Oh.;  lie  apprehended  that  they  had  a  right  to  treat 
1  "i!  -.u"?  ^'■^'I'ng  company  whose  interests  appeared  to 
clash  ^v'th  those  of  the  United  Society.  (Hear,  hear.)  He 
affirmed  that  the  resolution  was  worded  with  the  strictest 
regard  to  the  avoidance  of  all  personality ;  and  that  the 
reasons  which  were  given  for  it  were  based  on  fact.  If  they 
were  not  founded  on  fact,  they  were  open  to  direct  denial  as 
they  were  direct  y  stated.  First  it  was  said,  "That  the  cUire 
board  of  the  Wholesale  Drug  Company,  consisting  of  seven 
Sr.?  !"";■"•  %t  "P""  li^ocutive  Committee  of  the  United 
oociciy.      ihey  were,  in  fact,  practically  a  majority  of  the 


committee,  and  the  meeting  has  already  heard  that  they 
always  voted  in  the  majority.  (Laughter).  Secondly,  "  That 
this  number,  with  the  aid  of  three  shareholders,  al»o  on  the 
executive,  give  the  directors  of  the  Drug  Company  an  abso- 
lute majority  in  the  committee."  This  shows  how  the  thing 
worked  in  reference  to  tlie  society,  and  how  the  majority 
was  formed.  Thirdly,  "  That  by  a  resolution,  moved  by  one 
Drug  Company  director,  and  seconded  by  another,  it  is  pro- 
vided that  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  committee  of  the 
United  Society  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Thursday  in  every 
month,  thereby  enabling  th-_  directors  of  the  Drug  Company 
to  deliberate  upon  the  society's  buHiness  in  connection  with 
their  own  board  meetings  on  the  previous  day." 

Mr.  D'AuBNEY,  and  several  other  gentlemen,  protested 
against  the  statement  amidst  some  disorder. 

Mr.  BuoTT,  junior  : — Mr.  D'Aubney  could  not  overcome 
the  fact  that  such  resolution  was  moved  by  one  Drug  Com- 
pany Director  and  seconded  by  another.  He  (Mr.  Buott, 
junior)  would  give  his  own  personal  experience.  He  was 
present  at  a  board  meeting  of  the  Drug  Company — (Cries  of 
"order,  order.") — Well,  if  the  meeting  thought  that  he  was 
out  of  order  in  stating  what  business  of  the  United  Society 
took  place  there,  he  would  proceed  with  the  reasons  for  the 
resolution.  Fourthly,  "  That  the  present  constitution  of  the 
Committee  exposes  the  Drug  Company's  Directors  to  the 
serious  charge,  that  having  already  secured  for  their  Com- 
pany any  influence  they  may  possess  amongst  the  members 
of  the  United  Society,  they  are  now  desirous  to  obtain  the 
custom  of  the  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and 
that,  in  the  furtherance  of  this  object,  it  is  their  trading  inte- 
rest to  conciliate  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  by  the  abolition 
of  the  United  Society."  It  did  not  say  that  they  were  guilty 
of  this,  but  that  they  were  placed  in  this  anomalous  position, 
that  they  were  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  and 
Directors  of  the  Drug  Company,  and  that  the  interests  of  the 
two  bodies  were  not  always  the  same.  He  would  put  an 
illustration, — becaus^ne  illustration  was  often  worth  many 
arguments.  When  Mr.  Betts  moved  against  the  trade  in 
reference  to  the  capsule  question ;  Mr.  Rimmel  agreed  that 
he  would  give  £1,000  towards  forming  a  fund  to  protect  the 
trade.  This  was  communicated  to  Mr.  Buott  as  Registrar  of 
this  Society,  believing^  him  as  the  working  officer  of  thi* 
Institution,  to  be  as  ^ch  the  recognift^d  official  representa- 
tive of  the  thousands  who  were  members  of  the  trade.  He 
laid  the  fact  before  a  portion  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
that  Committee  being  principally  composed  of  members  of 
the  Drug  Company,  and  a  meeting  was  forthwith  convened. 
Where  ?  Why,  at  the  Drug  Company's  office,  and  there 
Mr.  Buott  was  invited  to  attend  along  with  Mr.  Rimmel. 
Mr.  Buott  was  kept  there  cooling  his  heels  for  three-quarters 
of  an  hour ;  and  the  result  of  the  deliberation  in  another 
room  was  that  the  offer  of  this  magnificent  donation,  which 
would  have  been  put  at  the  head  of  their  own  fund,  was 
transferred  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  And  who  by  ? 
Why,  by  two  Directors  of  the  Drug  Company.  (Cries  of 
"  name,  name.")  Mr.  D'Aubney  and  Mr.  Wade  were  the 
two  Directors  who  attended  on  the  occasion  at  the  meeting 
held  at  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  offices. 

Mr.  D'AtJBNEY  explained  that  he  had  had  proceedings 
commenced  against  him  for  selling  a  bottle  with  a  capsule 
upon  it ;  it  had  cost  him  £50,  and  he  was  also  threatened 
with  an  action  of  libel  arising  out  of  the  same  affair. 

Mr.  Buott,  junior  :  It  was  quite  true  that  Mr.  D'Aubney 
was  a  victim  to  Mr.  Betts ;  but  how  was  it,  that  instead  of 
consulting  and  acting  with  the  United  Society  of  Chemists 
and  Druggists,  he  put  himself  into  the  hands  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  ?  The  result  of  the  whole  tiling  was  that  the 
affair  came  to  nothing,  in  consequence  of  some  hitch,  and  the 
fund  that  would  otherwise  have  been  to  their  credit,  went  to 
the  winds  altogether.  He  understood  that  Mr.  D'Aubney  was 
subject  to  proceedings  for  slander,  in  consequence  of  a  speech 
made  at  that  very  meeting,  and  all  he  (the  secretary)  could 
say  was,  that  there  seemed  to  be  a  certain  sort  of  retribution 
about  it.  (A  laugh).  The  fifth  reason  for  the  resolution  was, 
"  That  the  object  of  the  United  Society, — the  incorporation  of 
the  trade,  based  upon  the  principle  of  self-government  and 
equal  rights — may  be  endangered  in  any  negociation  with  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society."  The  Drug  Company  got  a  large 
proportion  of  their  customers  at  present  from  the  United 
Society  ;  and  the  Drug  Company's  directors  were  in  this 
unfortunate  position,  they  wished  to  increase  the  number  of 
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customers  on  their  books,  and  if  they  could  not  increase  them 
from  the  United  Society,  in  what  direction  sliould  they  look 
but  in  that  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society?  It  was  their 
interest  to  consult  the  interest  of  that  Society  as  much  as 
.possible.  Having  got  all  they  could  by  their  personal  influ- 
ence with  members  of  this  Society,  they  now  sought  to 
cultivate  the  goodwill  of  the  Pharmaceutical  portion  of  the 
trade  ;  and  whilst  they  were  doing  duty  as  Drug  Company 
Directors,  they  were  not  doing  their  duty  in  that  room  (hear, 
hear).  He  would  give  them  another,  and  the  last  illustra- 
tion, though  he  could  give  more.  At  the  last  annual  meeting 
there  was  a  proposition  of  an  entirely  independent  member 
of  the  trade— Mr.  Dobb,  of  Sheffield— that  it  would  be  better 
for  the  interest  of  the  Society  to  have  a  paper  devoted  to  its 
interests,  and  indeed  belonging  to  the  association  (hear,  hear), 
so  that  they  would  be  getting  the  pecuniary  profits  of  the 
enterprise,  as  well  as  having  the  advantage  of  able  advocacy. 
The  proposition  was  received  with  a  large  amount  of  favour, 
and  the  answers  received  from  the  country  were  favourable 
in  the  proportion  of  two  to  one.  It  happened,  however,  that 
the  Drug  Company  had  a  circular  of  their  own,  N\hich  was 
entirely  supported  by  advertisements,  and  therefore  if  another 
paper  had  been  started  by  the  Society,  it  would  have  cut  into 
their  field  of  operations  as  regarded  advertisements.  ("  No, 
no.")  When  that  proposition  was  brought  forward,  supported 
by  that  amount  of  favour,  and  by  the  belief  that  such  an  organ 
was  becoming  absolutely  necessary,  which  was  the  body 
which  sent  every  man  to  vote  against  it  ?  It  was  the  Drug 
Company  ;  they  were  all  among  the  majority  (hear,  hear). 
Now  this  illustrated  the  ground  for  the  sixth  reason, — "That 
the  conflicting  interests  of  the  Society  and  the  Drug  Com- 
pany have  already  received  an  illustration,  in  the  recent  case 
of  the  proposition  for  a  special  journal  of  the  United  Society 
being  opposed  by  every  director  of  the  Drug  Company,  in 
connection  with  the  fact  of  there  being  a  trade  circular  pub- 
lished by  themselves,  which  must  compete  for  advertisements 
and  support  with  any  journal  the  Society  might  establish." 
If  ihey  looked  at  the  published  balance- sheet  of  the  Drug 
Company,  they  would  find — (cries  of  "None"  and  "order"). 
If  he  were  not  allowed  to  go  into  that,  he  would  next  read 
the  seventh  reason, — "  That  this  antagonism  must  be  produc- 
tive of  ill-will  and  strife  ;"  and  he  was  sorry  to  say,  that  the 
history  of  the  Society  for  the  past  year  furnished  abundant 
illustration  of  this  reason.  The  progress  of  the  Society  was 
marked  by  frequent  triumphs  so  long  as  there  was  only  one 
interest,  but  when  their  interests  came  to  clash  with  those  ot 
the  Drug  Company,  the  circumstances  altered,  and  there  was 
no  triumph  to  record  in  the  course  of  the  last  year.  In  truth, 
the  whole  action  of  the  Society  was  in  danger  of  being  brought 
to  an  end  by  the  operation  of  these  conflicting  interests.  The 
eighth  and  last  reason  was, — "  That  by  such  a  predominating 
trade  interest,  the  independent  judgment  and  voting  of  the 
Executive  is  nullified,  its  political  action  destroyed,  and  the 
existence  of  the  Society  endangered."  The  voting  which 
there  had  been,  down  to  the  time  of  this  meeting,  was  in  fact 
a  perfect  farce.  There  had  been  four  or  five  independent 
members,  called  by  Mr.  Wade,  in  the  Chemist  and  Druggist 
journal,  "the  minority;"  their  opinion  had  been  received  only 
to  be  immediately  out- voted.  There  has  been  no  indepen- 
dence of  discussion  or  opinion  ;  the  majority,  assured  of  their 
strength,  had  pressed  everything  to  the  vote,  and  the  deci- 
sion had  always  gone  one  way.  The  institution  of  a  new 
paper  was  opposed,  because  it  would  increase  the  expense  to 
members  ;  and  yet  a  Drug  Company's  director  had  moved  to 
increase  the  subscription  from  5s.  to  10s.  6d.  Mr.  Wade 
came  down  to  that  Committee  with  a  string  of  resolutions  cut 
and  dried,  and  asked  Mr.  Buott,  "  Have  you  received  an 
application  for  membership  from  a  person  named  so-and-so?" 
Says  the  registrar,  "  Yes,  I  have."  Mr.  Wade  a.sks,  "  Are 
you  aware  that  he  is  a  quack?"  Mr.  Buott  answered,  "I 
am  aware  that  his  position  is  somewhat  objectionable,  and  on 
that  ground  I  declined  issuing  the  certificate."  Now  remark 
the  result.  Notwithstanding  this  answer,  those  very  resolu- 
tions that  had  been  brought  into  the  room  cut  and  dried, 
were  supported  by  all  the  members  of  the  Drug  Company. 
A  MEMBER  :  I  did  not  vote. 

Mr.  Buott,  junior :  I  can  only  say  what  was  the  result. 
Those  very  resolutions,  although  the  cross-examination  of 
Mr.  Buott  showed  that  he  had  exhibited  the  largest  amount 
of  care — those  resolutions  were  passed  by  the  "majority,"  and 
th«r«  WM  an  implied  vote  of  censxxre  for  an  act  which  ho  has 


been  found  not  to  do.  Now  what  has  been  the  result,  from 
that  time  forwards  ?  What  has  been  the  action  of  the  extra 
fee  ?  They  had  received  complaint  after  complaint  from  dis- 
trict secretaries,  saying  that  its  action  was  to  obstruct  their 
progress.  Their  interest  was  to  get  as  many  into  the  fold  as 
possible.  (Mr.  Boor :  Not  quacks.)  But  the  resolutions 
were  moved  entirely  independent  of  the  question  of  quacks 
being  admitted.  In  conclusion,  he  would  say  that  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Drug  Company  was  fatal  to  the  interests  of  that 
Society;  for  independence  of  judgment  and  of  exertion  was 
entirely  nullified  by  the  action  of  conflicting  interests. 
(Cheers). 

Mr.  PoTTEK,  Greenwich,  wanted  an  explanation  of  what  he 
knew  to  be  a  fact ;  that  until  the  Drug  Company  was  in- 
stituted, there  was  no  dissension  in  the  Committee  of  the 
United  Society,  (hear,  hear).  Unless  this  fact  could  be 
explained,  it  was  plain  that  there  was  something  v.hich 
deeply  afi"ected  the  interests  of  the  United  Society.  No  one 
ought  to  think  that  these  complaints  were  personal.  If  it 
could  be  shewn  that  there  existed  within  the  United  Society 
a  body  of  gentlemen,  whose  interests  had  become  somewhat 
difi"erent  from  those  of  the  Society,  and  clashed  with  them  ; 
he  must  say,  that  it  would  be  a  graceful  act  on  the  part  of 
those  gentlemen  to  separate  from  the  parent  Society,  and  to 
go  their  own  way  to  push  their  interests  as  a  trading  society ; 
or  at  least  to  give  up  that  majority  which  they  now  had  upon 
the  Committee.  In  conclusion,  he  must  say,  that  if  the  mem- 
bers of  the  trading  company  acted  on  the  Committee  of  the 
United  Society,  as  they  had  done  there  to-day,  he  thought 
that  there  was  a  full  explanation  of  how  dissensions  had 
arisen,  and  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  look  further. 

Mr.  Anderson  thought  it  clear  that  there  was  an  animus 
on  the  part  of  the  trading  company  against  the  officer  of  the 
United  Society ;  and,  indeed,  he  knew  that  one  director  of 
the  trading  company  had  complained  to  another,  that  they 
were  cutting  the  old  man's  tail  ofi"  by  inches,  instead  of  cut- 
ting it  off  at  once.  (A  laugh.)  This  was  sufficient  to  show 
the  animus  of  the  trading  company  against  their  worthy  and 
honourable  officer. 

Mr.  Smith  had  no  doubt  that,  seeing  tlie  opinion  of  the 
meeting,  the  members  of  the  Drug  Company  would  withdraw, 
and  he  believed  the  meeting  could  fill  up  their  places  in  such 
a  way,  that  the  business  of  the  Society  would  be  conducted 
better  during  the  coming  twelve  months,  than  it  had  been 
during  the  past  twelve  months.  He  should,  for  one,  be  very 
happy  to  support  a  portion  of  the  number  of  those  gentlemen 
next  year.  He  thought  that  on  the  present  occasion,  further 
discussion  would  be  useless,  and  he  hoped,  therefore,  that 
they  would  at  once  proceed  to  decide  the  question  before 
them. 

The  Chairman  pat  the  resolution  to  the  meeting,  and 
declared  it  to  be  carried  unanimously,  an  announcement 
which  was  received  with  loud  cheering. 

A  MEMBER  protested  against  this  display  of  feeling.  He 
believed  that  the  meeting  had  no  personal  feeling  against  the 
members  of  the  Drug  Company  ;  but  simply  objected  to  their 
being  in  a  majority  upon  the  Committee. 

The  Chairman  said  that  the  next  motion  of  which  notice 
had  been  given,  was  one  by  Mr.  Wade,  viz.  :  in  Rule  7, 
line  3,  to  leave  out  the  word  "  gentlemen,"  and  to  insert  the 
words  "  chemist  and  druggist ;  "  and  in  the  same  rule,  line  11, 
to  leave  out  the  word  "  so,"  and  after  the  word  "  formed  "  to 
insert  the  words  "chemists  and  druggists  only."  Another 
amendment  was  to  insert  "  five  "  instead  of  "  three  "  to  form 
a  quorum.  He  wished  to  say  that  if  the  committee  were  to 
consist  of  chemists  and  druggists  only,  he  himself  would  be 
excluded. 

Mr.  Wade  thought  not ;  because  he  had  so  worded  his 
motion,  as  to  guard  against  that  result.  He  had  used  the 
words  "  chemist  or  druggist,"  and  he  believed  the  chairman, 
as  a  chemist,  would  still  hold  his  place.  Tliis  proposition 
was  in  accordance  with  a  resolution  which  had  been  adopted 
at  Birmingham. 

Mr.  BicKNELL  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  HouNBT  moved  as  an  amendm3nt  that  the  rule  should 
remain  as  it  was.  The  resolution  was  aimed  individually  at 
Mr.  Buott,  junior,  who  was  one  of  the  most  useful  men  that 
had  ever  been  connected  with  the  Society ;  and  it  would,  in 
his  opinion,  be  a  disgrace  to  them  as  men  to  pass  such  a 
resolution.  He  for  one  would 'never  own  the  name  of  York- 
shireman  again  if  he  voted  for  it  (cheers).     He  could  hardly 
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find  worch  to  express  hiinsplf  «umciontly  strong  in  rfifcronco 
to  such  a  resolution,  and  he  was  nt  a  loss  to  know  how  their 
lUrminRham  frien.U  has  been  i.uluccd  to  bring  it  lorwnrd. 
Indeed  it  sceiuod  framed  to  nullify  the  efforts  of  the  Society 
to  brin's  about  what  they  most  desired— the  obtaining  of  an 
Act  of  incorporation  ;  for  if  any  one  man  had  done  mnro 
than  another  to  produce  this  result,  that  man  was  their 
former  secretary  (cheers).  He  was  also  greatly  instrumental 
in  startins;  this  Society,  and  in  bringing  it  up  to  the  present 
position  in  numbers  and  in  wealth  ;  and  it  was  upon  these 
grounds  that  he  (Mr.  Hornby)  heartily  moved  his  amend- 
ment (cheers). 

Mr.  Hudson,  in  seconding  the  amendment,  observed  that 
they  had  had  two  presidents,  one  of  whom  was  a  physician 
and  the  other  was  not  a  chemist  and  druggist,  and  he  was 
afraid  that  they  might  lose  good  friends  by  passing  this  reso- 
lution. The  worst  of  it,  however,  was  that  it  seemed  to  be 
aimed  at  one  individual  only.  He  trusted  that  they  would 
dismiss  from  their  minds  all  personal  feelings,  and  act  from 
the  more  worthy  motive  of  doing  their  best  to  raise  the 
standard  of  the  chemists  and  druggists  (cheers). 

Mr.  PoTTEH,  Greenwich,  believed  that  the  object  of  the 
resolution  was  to  isolate  Mr.  Buott,  senior,  and  to  leave  him 
to  the  mercy  of  the  members  of  the  trading  company.  It 
had  been  already  stated  that  Mr.  Buott,  junior,  was  the 
promoter  of  this  Society  ;  and  how  was  it  that,  in  the  year 
1861,  two  gentlemen,  who  were  then  present,  moved  that  he 
should,  in  consideration  of  his  services,  be  appointed  a 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  yet  now,  in  1866, 
his  expulsion  was  moved  ;  for  the  resolution  was  intended  to 
refer  to  no  one  else.  Had  Mr.  Buott,  junior,  changed  ;  had 
he  worked  less  for  the  Society  ;  had  he  been  less  sincere  for 
the  good  of  the  Society,  that  they  should  condemn  him  and 
expel  him  ?  (cheers.)  If  not,  how  was  it  that  these  two  years 
had  made  all  the  difference  ?  The  resolution  was  a  clever 
move,  but  it  was  for  the  meeting  to  say  whether  they  would 
pass  it. 

Mr.  Buott,  junior,  explained  that  in  the  whole  history  of 
the  Society  there  had  only  been  two  persons  upon  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  who  were  not  chemists  and  druggists.  One 
was  Mr.  Morgan,  a  gentleman  who  gave  £100  to  the  benevo- 
lent fund,  and  who  had  long  since  retired,  and  the  other  was 
himself. 

The  resolution  that  chemists  and  druggists  only  should 
sit  upon  the  committee  was  put  and  rejected,  Mr.  Wade 
voting  for  it. 

The  Chairman  then  put  the  resolution  that  "Ave"  instead 
of  "  three  "  should  form  a  quorum  of  the  Committee. 

The  Registrar  explained  that  his  experience  of  the 
Execuiive  CommiUee  was  this,  that  in  the  early  history  of  the 
Soci.  ty,  when  there  were  not  so  many  in  number,  it  was 
found  exceedingly  desirable  that  the  number  of  those  f..rmin<7 
a  quorum  should  be  small.  Since  then  the  Society  had 
increased  in  numbers,  in  intelligence,  and  in  zeal,  and  on  this 
account  he  fully  concurred  in  the  alteration  of  the  rule. 

1  he  resolution  was  seconded  by  Mr,  Anderson,  and 
carried  unanimously.

Mr.  Hudson  thought  that  they  could  triuit  the  committee 


to  spend  the  money  properly,  without  restricting  them  by 
any  such  limit. 

Mr.  Waoe  drew  attention  to  this,  that  when  the  Society 
was  first  formed  one  of  the  most  difficult  questions  which 
they  had  to  deal  with  was,  how  many  votes  donors  beyond  a 
certain  amount  should  have  in  reference  to  the  distribution  of 
the  bencv.olent  fund.  He  thought,  before  thej'  made  such 
an  alteration  as  that  which  had  been  moved,  that  they  should 
consider  the  rights  of  the  gentlemen  to  wliom  he  had  referred. 
Surely  the  meeting  ought  not  to  lake  upon  themselves  to 
regulate  the  distribution  of  the  money  without  reference  to 
the  rights  of  these  donors. 

Mr.  Buott,  junior,  agreed  that  there  was  some  legal 
difficulty  in  carrying  otit  the  alteration  in  the  way  proposed, 
and  therefore  he  moved,  as  an  addition  to  the  resolution  that 
had  been  already  carried,  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the 
solicitor  of  the  Society,  and  that  the  Executive  Committee  be 
bound  by  his  decision  until  the  Society  met  again. 

Mr.  Boor  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Hornby  suggested  that  if  the  fund  were  registered 
under  the  sanction  of  Mr.  Tidd  Pratt,  they  would  then 
have  power  to  do  as  they  liked  with  it. 

Mr.  Wade  thought  that  they  ought  to  be  very  careful  not 
to  commit  any  breach  of  faith  with  reference  to  the  donors 
to  the  fund. 

The  Registrar  said  that  the  next  matter  to  be  brought 
before  the  meeting  was  the  raising  the  price  of  certificates 
from  2s.  6d.  to  10s.  6d.  Since  this  alteration  was  made  they 
had  had  no  applications  for  certificates  ;  and  he  would  sug- 
gest that  it  should  be  referred  back  to  the  Committee  to  make 
such  arrangements  as  would  be  most  likely  to  promote  the 
interests  of  the  Society.  The  resolution  making  the  altera- 
tion was  one  which  was  passed  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Mr.  D'AuDNEY  thought  it  very  strange  that  the  Executive 
Committee  had  never  heard  any  complaint,  nor  had  any 
communication  upon  the  subject. 

Mr.  HuDDLRSTONE  was  prepared  to  second  such  a  pro- 
posal as  that  made  b^he  Registrar.  In  Sheffield,  all  the 
members  of  the  Society  were  decidedly  against  increasing  the 
price  to  lOs.  6d.  Another  matter  which  he  would  mention 
was,  that  most  members  of  the  trade  in  the  country  did  not 
take  the  Chemist 'and  Druggist — (A  voice:  "They  should 
do  so  ") — and  what  they  ffeally  wanted  was  a  journal  of  their 
own.    (Hear,  hear.)  **• 

Mr.  Whittles  said  that  his  experience  was,  that  the 
country  members  generally  disapproved  of  the  advance  in 
the  price  of  the  certificate.  Besides,  if  they  should  succeed 
in  obtaining  incorporation,  there  would  then  be  another  cer- 
tificate to  paj'  for,  in  addition  to  the  half-guinea. 

Mr.  Hornby  moved,  and  Mr.  Jepson  seconded,  a  motion 
that  the  price  of  a  certificate  should  in  future  be  half-a-crown. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

The  Registrar  wished  to  draw  attention  to  another  matter. 
Members  complained  very  generally  throughout  the  country 
that  in  mmters  affecting  the  vital  interests  of  the  country 
they  were  really  powerless,  because  there  happened  to  be 
certain  gentlemen  who  attended  the  meeting  in  London,  and 
who,  of  course,  had  it  all  their  own  way.  He  suggested 
that,  in  future,  country  members  should  have  power  to  vote 
at  the  Annual  Meeting  by  means  of  proxies. 

Mr.  Hudson  suggested  that  they  ought  to  send  a  deputa- 
tion with  the  proxies. 

Mr.  Buott,  jun.,  thought  there  was  no  objection  to  this 
condition,  and  therefore  he  moved — "  That  country  mem- 
bers be  allowed  to  vote  at  the  Annual  Meeting  by  proxies, 
the  only  condition  being  that  their  representatives  should 
bring  those  proxies." 

Mr.  Hudson  seconded  the  motion,  and  remarked  that  he 
had  asked  several  gentlemen  to  come  up  to  the  meeting,  but 
they  had  declined  to  do  so. 

The  motion  was  carried  unanimously. 

Mr.  Andbrson  moved,  "  That  the  Annual  Meeting  next 
year  take  place  not  later  than  the  month  of  June,  and  be 
held  in  the  city  of  Manchester." 

A  MEMBER  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  D'Aubney  observed  that  the  larger  proportion  of 
members  of  the  Society  resided  in  London,  and  he,  therefore, 
did  not  think  that  the  proposed  alteration  was  advisable. 
Beyond  this,  he  thought  that  the  meeting  should  not  be  in 
Manchester,  for  there  was  no  place  that  hud  cost  them  more 
expense,  and  been  of  more  trouble  than  Manoheiter.  Further 
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than  this,  Mnncheater  had  never  Bubsoribed  anything  to  the 
Benevolent  Fund. 

The  Rkoistkar  wished  to  express  himself  strongly  as  to 
the  unkind  and  apathetic  manner  in  which  Manchester,  as  a 
district,  hud  borne  itself  towards  the  Executive  of  the  Society. 
Of  course  it  was  not  on  this  account  that  Manchester  could 
be  named  as  the  place  for  holding  the  next  annual  meeting  ; 
for  as  a  mere  question  of  desert,  Manchester  would  never 
have  been  thought  of.  But  Manchester  was  convenient  for 
Liverpool,  Blackburn,  Bolton,  Wigan,  Leeds,  Bradford, 
Sheffield,  Huddersfield,  Wakefield,  and  other  numerous  large 
towns  ;  and  perhaps  one-fourth  of  their  members  residing 
within  easy  distance  of  Manchester;  and,  therefore,  he 
thought  that,  if  the  meeting  were  to  be  in  the  country,  it 
would  be  convenient  to  name  Manchester  as  the  place  for 
t  holding  it  at. 

Mr.  BuoTT,  jun.,  thought  that  it  would  be  well,  under  all 
the  circumstances,  that  the  resolution  should  be  withdrawn. 
If  any  place  were  to  be  picked  upon  on  account  of  their 
fidelity  and  zeal  for  the  Society,  it  would  be  Sheffield  or 
Hull ;  but  he  thought  that  they  had  better  not  clog  them- 
selves with  any  condition  of  this  kind  in  reference  to  holding 
the  annual  meeting.  Circumstances  might  arise  which  would 
make  it  most  important  that  they  should  have  the  annual 
meeting  and  the  festival  in  London.  He  would  advise  that 
there  should  be  nothing  more  than  a  general  recommendation 
that  the  annual  meeting  should  be  held  in  the  country, 
should  the  Executive  Committee  think  fit,  and  particularly 
that  they  should  not  be  clogged  with  any  absolute  condition. 
If  the  proposition  were  withdrawn,  he  would  move,  in  its 
stead,  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee for  consideration. 

Mr.  D'AuBNEY  seconded  this  proposition. 

The  original  motion  was  withdrawn,  and  the  substituted 
one  carried. 

Mr.  Boob,  moved,  "  That  any  gentleman  wishing  to  become 
a  member  of  the  United  Society  of  Chemists  and  Druggists 
must  forward  his  name  and  residence  to  the  Registrar  and 
Secretary  for  the  time  being,  who  will  submit  the  same  to 
the  Committee,  who  shall  have  power  to  confirm  or  reject 
the  name  of  such  applicant." 

Mr.  Hudson  was  against  carrying  any  such  motion.  If  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  had  included  all  within  their  limits, 
they  would  have  formed  a  much  stronger  Society ;  and  he 
thought  that  the  United  Society  should  take  in  all,  and 
weed  them  afterwards,  if  necessary. 

The  Registrak  thought  that  it  would  be  better  to  with- 
draw the  resolution,  and  leave  the  matter  as  it  now  was. 

Mr.  Book,  however,  said  that  he  should  press  the  matter 
to  a  division,  in  order  to  see  the  feeling  of  the  meeting  in 
reference  to  it. 

The  Registrar  said  that  he  had  observed  in  reference  to 
this  course  of  proceeding,  one  broad  rule  founded  upon  this, 
that  the  United  Society  of  Chemists  and  Druggists  was  not 
a  society  to  draw  a  line  of  clear  distinction  as  to  who  were 
chemists  or  druggists  or  not ;  but  it  was  rather  a  preliminary 
society  to  draw  within  its  fold  all  who  claimed  to  be  chemists 
and  druggists,  and  to  obtain  parliamentary  powers  to  draw 
the  line  in  future.    (Hear,  hear.) 

After  some  discussion,  the  motion  was  rejected,  and  it  was 
resolved  that  the  rule  should  remain  as  it  was. 

The  meeting  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  oflicers,  and 
after  a  good  deal  of  discussion,  the  following  result  was 
arrived  at : — 

Mr.  Matthews  and  Mr.  Hornby  was  each  proposed  for 
President ;  and  on  a  show  of  hands  the  former  was  declared 
to  be  elected. 

The  Vice-Presidents  were  re-elected,  with  the  exception  of 
Mr.  Ilazeldine  and  Mr.  Preston,  who  had  retired.  Mr.  Chas. 
Linder  and  Mr.  Jonathan  Potter  were  re-appointed  Trea- 
Burers ;  and  the  Auditors  were  also  re-appointed. 

In  reference  to  the  Executive  Committee,  the  gentlemen 
who  were  Directors  of  the  Drug  Company  severally  declined 
to  serve,  and  the  following  gentlemen  were  named  to  form 
the  Committee  :— Messrs.  Baumgartcn,  Betty",  Freeman, 
Anderson,  Venman,  Ileppell,  Pass,  Salter,  Jenkins,  Lewis, 
Lacy,  and  Whincup,  with  power  to  add  to  their  number, 
according  to  the  rules. 

Mr.  HoRNDY  then  said,  in  order  to  bring  forth  the  vinmis- 
takeable  opinion  of  the  meeting  with  regard  to  their  future 
policy,  he  would  move— "That  as  the  Council  of  the  Phar- 
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maceuticul  Society  decline  to  co-operate  with  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  United  Society  of  Chemists  and  Druggists, 
in  promoting  a  bill  for  the  general  incorporation  of  the  trade, 
we,  as  members  of  the  United  Society  of  the  trade,  hereby 
express  our  determination  to  carry  out  the  recommendation 
of  the  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons,  for  an 
Act  of  Parliament,  based  upon  the  principle  of  equal  rights 
and  self-government." 

Mr.  Anderson  seconded  the  motion,  and  the  resolution 
was  carried  with  acclamation. 

Mr.  Blain  said  that  he  had  brought  with  him  a  report 
from  the  members  at  Bolton,  expressing  their  opinion  as  to 
certain  differences  in  the  Committee,  and  this  he  proposed, 
by  permission  of  the  Chairman,  to  read  to  them.  (This 
proposition,  however,  was  opposed,  especially  by  the  country 
members.) 

A  MKMBER  said  that  they  had  come  up  there  to  judge  for 
themselves,  and  having  had  all  the  circumstances  before 
them,  they  had  decided  that  it  was  out  of  order  to  re-open 
the  matter. 

The  meeting  seemed  to  approve  of  this  view,  and  the 
Chairman  ruled  that  the  report  could  not  then  be  received. 

Mr.  Baumgarten  moved — "  That  the  best  thanks  of  the 
meeting  be  fjiven  to  the  country  members  who  have  taken  the 
trouble  to  be  present  at  our  deliberations  this  day."  He 
added  that  the  country  members  had  taken  a  strong  iiaterest 
in  the  proceedings,  and  deserved  the  thanks  of  all  those  who 
wished  well  to  the  society. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Heppell,  and  carried 
unanimousl)'. 

Mr.  Hornby,  Vice-President,  Sheffield,  responded  on  be-- 
half  of  the  country  members.  He  said  that  they  cordially 
accepted  the  thanks  of  the  meeting,  for  he  had  pleasure  in 
believing  that  they  all  thought  that  the  country  members 
present  there  had  done  the  Society  some  service.  He  per- 
sonally knew  that  a  large  number  had  come  up  to  help  the 
town  members  to  put  an  end  to  the  miserable  differences  that 
had  been  too  frequent  latterly.  (Cheers.)  They  had  come 
up  to  town  unbiassed,  and  determined  to  act  as  they  thought 
best  for  the  Society  ;  and  although  it  might  be  painful  to 
differ  with  some  of  their  old  friends,  yet  it  was  a  healthy 
jealousy  that  took  care  that  the  Society  should  not  be  over- 
shadowed by  the  Drug  Company.  The  Society  had  a  definite 
object  to  attain,  and  if  with  this  there  were  mixed  up  auy 
interest  of  a  trading  nature,  it  must  cast  suspicion  upon  and 
weaken  the  action  of  the  Executive.  Let  them  now  give 
their  loyal  support  to  the  newly-appointed  Committee. 
(Cheers.)  It  contained  within  it  several  of  their  oldest 
members,  and  it  Avas  the  duty  of  every  member  to  stick  to 
them,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  they  would  be  in  a  position 
to  censure  or  praise  them  as  they  might  deserve.  (Cheers.) 
In  conclusion,  he  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  their  Presi- 
dent and  chairman. 

This  having  been  seconded  by  Mr.  Buott,  jun.,  Avas  cordi- 
ally voted  by  the  meeting,  and  so  the  proceedings  terminated. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITIEB,  AUGUST  2,  1866. 

Present :  Mr.  Pass,  chairman ;  and  Messrs.  Anderson, 
Baumgarten,  Crotch,  Freeman,  Heppell,  Jenkins,  Lacey, 
Lewis,  Salter,  and  Venman. 

Minutes  of  the  former  meeting  having  been  read  and  ap- 
proved, reference  was  made  to  the  following  resolution  of  the 
Annual  Meeting,  July  19,  1866. 

"That  as  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
decline  to  co-operate  with  the  E.xecutive  Committee  of  the 
United  Society  in  promoting  a  Bill  for  the  incorporation  of 
the  trade,  this  Annual  fleeting  expresses  its  determination 
practically  to  support  the  recommendation  of  the  Select 
Committee  of  the  llouso  of  Commons  for  an  Act  of  Parliament, 
to  be  passed,  based  on  the  principle  of  equal  rights  and  self- 
government." 

It  was  considered  desirable  that  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  after  the  Annual  Meeting,  should  give 
prompt  effect  to  this  decision.  An  animated  discussion  then 
ensued  upon  the  following  resolution,  moved  by  Jlr.  Baum- 
garten, and  seconded  by  Jlr.  Venman. 

"  Th  a  the  Rogistriir  be  instructed  to  resume  the  advocacy 
of  the  incorporation  of  the  trade  as  the  primary  object  of  the 
institution." 

This  resolution  having  been  duly  carried,  and  considerable

man  UN  8  instructed  to  write  a  letter  to  the  chairman  of  the 
Zcon  Association,  to  be  delivered  to  him  by  the  registrar  in 

^'^^jrl'pass,  the  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  then 
wrote  the  following  letter  :— 

To  the  chairman  of  the  Bolton  Association  of  the  United 
Society  of  Chemists  and  Druggists. 
Dear  Sir,  —  The  Executive  Committee  having  learned 
that  there  was  some  dissatisfaction  amongst  the  members  at 
Bolton,  much  regret  was  expressed  at  the  circumstance,  and 
5Ir.  lleppell  moved,  and  Mr.  Salter  seconded  the  following 

resolution —  .     ^       ■  ■, 

"  That  the  chairman  of  this  Executive  Committee  be  re- 
quested to  write  a  letter  to  the  chairman  of  the  Bolton 
District,  expressive  of  their  great  regard  for  their  brethren  at 
Bolton  ;  and  that  the  registrar  be  instructed  to  present  such 
letter  before  the  members  at  Bolton  as  his  authority  for 
inviting  them  to  perpetuate  a  cordial  relationship  with  the 
society,  and  to  give  them  any  explanation  they  may  require." 

Allow  me  to  say,  that  the  committee,  consisting  of  twelve 
members,  adopted  the  above  resolution  tuianimously,  and 
permit  me  to  add  on  my  o^vn  part,  that  I  feel  much  pleasure 
in  endorsing  these  sentiments,  and  I  trust  Mr.  Buott's  visit 
to  Bolton  may  have  the  effect  of  cementing  the  friendly 
feeling  which  has  hitherto  existed  between  the  Executive  and 
the  Bolton  members.

The  usual  vote  of  thanks  to  the  chairman  then  closed  the 
meeting. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  given  him,  Mr.  Buott 
proceeded  to  Bolton,  and,  in  the  presence  of  Mr.  Blain,  the 
secretary,  and  Mr.  Harwood,  the  treasurer,  presented  the 
above  letter  to  Mr.  Knott,  the  chairman  ;  and  he  regrets  to 
add  that  his  earnest  entreaties  failed  to  secure  the  object  of 
his  mission,  viz.,  a  meeting  of  the  members  to  hear  the  other 
side,  and  to  reconsider  their  judgment  before  they  committed 
it  to  print. 

The  three  gentlemen  refused  to  call  or  to  sanction  any 
meeting  whatever.  Several  of  the  members  were  then  per- 
sonally waited  upon,  when  some  of  ihem  declared  their 
ignorance  of  the  matter  in  dispute,  all  of  them  expressed  their 
regret  that  a  meeting  had  not  been  called  to  give  Mr.  Buott  a 
hearing,  and  they  trusted  that  such  an  act  of  justice  might 
still  be  accorded  to  him.

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THE  FIFTH  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  UNITED 
.  "BOCIETY. 


The  official  account  of  the  fifth  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
United  Society  of  Chemists  and  Druggists  is  printed  at 
length  in  our  columns,  and  we  trust  that  in  giving  it 
publicity  we  may  convince  even  our  few  Sheffield  subscribers 
that  we  are  disposed  to  act  fairly  towards  all  parties.  We 
are  willing  to  admit  that  the  report  is  an  unimpeachable 
record  of  the  main  transactions,  but  we  confess  that  we 
cannot  understand  why  the  epithet  "independent"  should 
be  deemed  applicable  to  a  professional  reporter  employed  by 
the  Committee,  and  not  to  a  professional  reporter  engaged  by 
ourselves.  We  are  glad  to  say,  however,  that  the  meeting 
virtually  acknowledged  the  common  independence  of  members 
of  the  "fourth  estate,"  by  deciding  that  all  reporters  present 
might  remain.  In  consequence  of  thi.s  wise  decision,  we  are 
now  in  a  position  to  speak  favourably  of  the  official  report, 
as  our  own  notes  establish  its  general  correctness. 

The  meeting  was  strangely  constituted,  and  we  cannot 
admit  that  it  fairly  represented  the  Society.  Of  the  sixteen 
country  members  whose  names  are  given  in  the  report,  no 
fewer  than  eight  came  from  Sheffield  as  delegates  from  that 
association  which  lately  passed  a  resolution  empowering  the 
Secretary  to  vote  with  the  Executive  Committee.  Amongst 
the  gentlemen  who  represented  the  metropolitan  districts, 
there  were  certainly  some  who  cannot  have  had  much 
experience  of  the  working  of  the  Society.  For  instance,  one 
of  the  ni'-Ft  eloquent  speakers  opposed  to  the  Wade  party, 
was  a  Mr.  Potter,  of  Greenwich,  whose  name  we  cannot 
find  in  any  of  the  published  lists  of  members.  This  gentle- 
man appeared  as  a  brilliant  meteor,  and  may  never  be  seen 
again ;  for  on  being  asked  whether  he  would  accept  a  seat  in 
the  Committee,  he  stated  that  he  wm  about  to  leave  the 
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country.  Again,  the  name  of  Mr.  Barningham,  another 
speaker,  is  not  to  be  found  in  the  published  lists.  Seeing 
that  the  only  two  unfamiliar  names  occurring  in  the  rcpon 
represent  new  friends  of  the  Society,  we  naturally  concludi 
that  some  of  the  unfamiliar  faces  we  saw  at  the  meeting 
belong  to  gentlemen  who  have  quite  recently  espoused  thi 
cause  of  the  united  chemists  and  druggists. 

The  great  subject  of  discussion  was  the  resolution  affecting 
certain  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  who  happened 
to  be  directors  of  a  trading  company.  The  President,  Mr. 
Matthkw's,  vainly  endeavoured  to  dispose  of  this  motion,  by 
explaining  its  anomalous  character.  He  contended  that  tht 
meeting  had  no  right  to  know  -whether  any  particuLir 
member  of  the  Committee  was  or  was  not  connected  with  n 
trading  company.  The  majority,  however,  were  determined 
to  carry  the  resolution,  and  the  President's  protest  was  dis- 
regarded. The  action  of  the  meeting,  with  reference  to  this 
personal  subject,  was  doubtless  influenced  by  the  distribution 
of  a  printed  circular,  containing  eight  formidable  reasons  for 
the  resolution,  with  a  copy  of  a  letter  signed  by  Messrs. 
Yeats,  Allenbt,  and  Warden,  condemning  Mr.  Wade  and 
the  majority  of  the  Committee.  The  principal  speaker  in 
support  of  the  motion  was  Mr.  Buott,  junior,  the  late 
secretary  of  the  trading  company  in  question.  Of  course  he 
was  able  to  speak  authoritatively  on  the  clashing  of  interests 
which  had  called  forth  the  resolution,  and  the  proposer,  Mr. 
Yeats,  could  not  have  selected  a  better  spokesman.  The 
arguments  of  Mr.  Buott,  junior,  were  not  strengthened  by 
his  illustrations.  His  new  version  of  the  story  of  Mr. 
Rimmel's  thousand  pounds  will  surprise  a  good  many  people, 
including  Mr.  Rimmel  himself.  It  is  quite  true  that  that 
gentleman  oflFered  Mr.  Betts,  the  capsule  manufacturer,  the 
sum  named,  on  certain  conditions,  but  we  do  not  think  that 
he  ever  intended  to  place  it  at  the  head  of  a  fund  connected 
with  the  United  Society,  or  ever  offered  it  to  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society.  In  the  opposition  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  Mr.  Dobb's  proposal  to  start  a  special  journal  for 
the  United  Society,  Mr.  Buott,  junior,  found  another  illus- 
tration of  the  conflicting  interests  of  the  Society  and  the 
Company.  He  connected  this  opposition  with  the  fact,  thai 
the  members  of  the  Committee  who  belonged  to  the  Com- 
pany had  a  circular  of  their  own,  which  was  supported  by 
advertisements.  We  think  the  vote  of  the  majority  may  be 
explained  very  easily,  without  implying  that  they  would 
sacrifice  the  interests  of  the  Society  for  the  sake  of  a  few 
advertisements.  The  majority  refused  to  look  with  favour 
upon  Mr.  Dobb's  project,  because  they  were  perfectly  satis- 
fied with  the  Chemist  and  Dkuggist,  which  published  their 
reports  and  letters. 

Mr.  Heppf.ll,  Mr.  Anderson,  and  several  country  members, 
supported  the  resolution.  Mr.  Jonathan  Potter,  Mr.  Boor, 
and  .Mr.  D'Aubney  were  the  chief  speakers  representing  the 
trading  company.  Mr.  Wade  said  little,  and  allowed  many 
statements  to  be  made  which  we  think  he  could  have  success- 
fully controverted.  He  was  doubtless  much  annoyed  by  the 
circulars  which  were  distributed  among  the  gentlemen  who 
attended  the  meeting,  and  possibly  thought  it  would  be 
useless  to  oppose  a  majority  that  applauded  every  speech 
made  agninst  himself  and  his  friends. 

The  resolution  was  carried  unanimously,  and  the  majority 
expressed  their  deiight  at  this  result  by  cheering  vociferously. 

Pasoing  over  the  minor  business  of  the  meeting,  wc  will 
now  mention  a  few  facts  connected  with  the  election  of 
officers.  For  President,  Mr.  MATrHBWs  was  proposed  by 
Mr.  Heppf.ll,  and  Mr.  Hornby,  of  Sheffield,  by  Mr.  Buott, 
junior.  The  former  gentleman  was  re-elected,  although  the 
Sheffield  candid  ate  was  supported  by  the  majority  of  the  country 
members.  The  Vice-Presidents  were  also  re-elected.  Messrs. 
LiNDER  and  Potter  were  re-appointed  treasurers,  but  since  the 
meeting  the  latter  gentleman  has  withdiawn  from  the  Society. 
According  to  our  notes,  Messrs.  Hornby  and  Anderson  were 
appoiaMd  triuteea,  r  fuct  which  is  not  recorded  in  the  ofHcial 


report.  Messrs.  Tuomai  and  Tidman  were  re- appointed 
auditors,  but  the  latter  has  since  withdrawn  from  the  Society. 
Messrs.  Loan,  Wade,  D'Aubney,  and  Wellspring,  were 
proposed  as  members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  but  they 
■<everally  declined  to  serve,  and  it  will  be  leen  from  the 
circular  printed  below  that  their  long  connection  with  the 
Society  has  terminated.  Some  of  the  gentlemen  who  form 
ihe  present  Committee  are  old  members  of  the  Society,  and 
we  sincerely  hope  that  they  may  find  associates  as  willing 
and  as  able  to  work  for  the  benefit  of  chemists  and  druggists 
as  those  gentlemen  who  belong  to  a  certain  trading  company. 

We  are  sorry  to  say  that  the  estrangement  of  ten  active 
members  is  not  the  only  bad  result  of  the  Annual  Meeting. 
Mr.  Blain  and  Mr.  IIarwood,  the  delegates  from  the  Bolton 
'listrict  associa'ion,  left  the  meeting  in  disgust,  and  have 
^ince  expressed  their  determination  to  keep  aloof  from  the 
Society.  Mr.  Blain  proposed  to  read  a  report  from  the 
members  of  his  association,  expressing  their  opinion  as  to 
i-ertain  diflferences  in  the  Committee,  but  because  he  did  not 
bring  forward  this  report  at  the  proper  time,  the  meeting 
would  not  allow  him  to  proceed.  In  a  letter  which  we  print 
in  another  column,  Mr.  Blain  gives  the  resolutions  passed 
by  the  Bolton  members,  and  plainly  expresses  his  own 
opinions  respecting  the  dissensions  in  the  late  Committee. 

The  "minority"  of  the  old  Executive  body,  aided  by 
country  members,  have  certainly  gained  a  victory ;  but  our 
correspondtnce,  and  the  following  circular,  prove  that  the 
fighting  is  not  yet  over  : — 

"to  the  members  of  the  united  society  of  chemists  and 

duugoists. 

"  We,  the  undersigned  members  of  the  late  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  United  Society,  having  declined  to  act  longer 
in  that  capacity,  desire  to  state  to  its  members  the  reason  for 
that  determination.  SVe  consider,  and  believe,  that  the  whole 
trade  will  coincide  in  our  opinion,  however  much  some  may 
differ  upim  policy, — that  the  Executive  Committee,  elected 
by  representatives  from  the  provinces,  as  well  as  town  mem- 
bers, should  be  the  managers  for  the  time  being,  having 
entire  authority  over  the  proceedings  of  the  Society,  as  well 
as  its  officials,  funds,  books,  and  offices. 

"  And,  inasmuch  as  our  efforts  have  been  bestowed  since  the 
last  Annual  Meeting  in  carrying  out  the  resolutions  of  the 
members  passed  on  that  occasion,  and  in  promoting  the 
interest  of  the  Society,  and,  therefore,  of  the  trade,  we  have 
done  nothing  to  forfeit  the  confidence  of  the  members  ;  but 
durmg  the  peiiod  of  our  office  we  have  experienced  such 
determined  opposition  from  the  Secretary  and  his  son,  that 
all  efforis  to  assert  our  authority,  or  to  exercise  any  control, 
have  been  in  vain,  and  we  are  compelled  most  reluctantly  to 
withdraw  our  support  from  a  body  which  seems  destined  to 
lose  all  the  elements  of  unity. 

"  For  months  past  we  have  remonstrated  with  the  Secretary, 
aud  endeavoured  to  make  him  understand  his  position,  but 
to  no  purpose.  We  have  adopted  every  constitutional  means 
to  remedy  the  evil,  and  at  the  recent  Annual  Meeting  pre- 
sented onrsplves  wiih  resolutions  which  we  knew  to  be  in 
accordance  with  ihe  wishes  of  a  very  large  section  of  the 
trade,  upon  whose  support  we  depended  ;  but  every  efibrt 
had  been  made,  by  circular  and  by  ihe  personal  persuasion 
of  the  Secreiary,  to  assemble  a  sufficient  number  of  opponents 
to  contravene  all  our  endeavours  to  establish  the  Society  on  a 
right  principle. 

"  As  it  was  vain  to  attempt  to  prove  that  our  previous  actions 
had  been  opposed  to  the  interests  of  the  Society,  it  was 
argued  that  through  an  antagonism  to  the  Secretary,  and 
being  associated  together  as  members  of  a  trading  company, 
we  were  no  1  nger  qualified  to  act  as  members  of  a  trade 
society.  Disgusted  with  the  treatment  received,  hopeless  of 
any  satisfactory  future  for  the  United  Society,  unle.-s  the 
changes  whith  we  desired  were  effected,  we  could  no  longer 
in  self-respect  allow  our  names  to  be  connected  with  its 
management,  or  our  subscriptions  go  to  the  support  of  any 
whose  interests  arc  opposed  to  the  unity  of  the  trade;  feel- 
ing, also,  that  the  result  of  a  meeting  mainly  cimstituted  of 
Mr.  Buott's  personal  friends  and  supporters,  assembled  for  a 
pecific  purpose,  was  not  the  decision  of  its  members.  We, 
therefore,  appeal  to  them  to  consider  the  position  in  which 
the  Society  now  stands,  and  whether  they  are  prepared  to 
endorse  the  decision  of  the  late  Annual  Meeting.  Until  we 
are  in  possession  of  that  ioformntion,  vre  shall  fetl  it  in- 
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cumbent  to  .tand  aloof  from  all  proceedings  of  the  Sooiet), 
and  to  ^vilhhold  our  .subscriptions  therefrom.

SRITISH  PHARMACEUTICAL  CONFERENCE. 


The  third  Annual  Meeting  of  this  Association  will  be  opened 
by  the  President,  Professor  Bentley,  F.L.S.,  at  the  Assembly 
Booms,  Low  Pavement,  Nottingham,  on  Tuesday  morning 
next,  and  be  continued  on  the  three  following  days.  Mr. 
Inoe  suggests  that  chemists'  apprentices  in  Nottingham  be  in- 
vited to  attend  Tuesday's  sitting,  to  hear  the  address  of  the 
learned  and  genial  Professor.  This  is  an  excellent  suggestion, 
and  we  trust  that  it  may  be  carried  out.  The  chief  feature  of 
Wednesday's  sitting  will  probably  be  Mr.  Ince's  paper  on 
"  Pharmaceutical  Ethics,"  which  is  sure  to  give  rise  to  an 
animated  discussion.  We  learn  from  the  secretaries  that 
papers  are  promised  by  Messrs.  Adams,  Allchin,  Attfield, 
Brady,  Brouoh,  Davies,  Deane,  Giles,  Groves,  Proctou, 
Reynolds,  Rumney,  Schacht,  Sutton,  Tichborne,  Tilden, 
Warren,  and  Watts,  and  that  other  members  will  doubtless 
send  in  papers. 

The  Exhibition  of  Objects  relating  to  Pharmacy,  projected 
by  Mr.  Atherton,  the  local  secretary,  will  probably  induce 
a  great  many  new  members  to  attend  the  Nottingham 
meeting.  From  ^ixty  to  seventy  applications  for  space  have 
come  in  from  various  parts  of  England,  and  several  from 
abroad.  Professor  Edward  Parrish,  of  Philadelphia,  Dr. 
Wagner,  of  Pesih,  and  M.  Swann,  of  Paris,  are  among 
the  foreign  applicants.  The  Exhibition  and  the  general 
meeting-room  will  be  under  the  same  roof. 

The  Local  Committee  have  been  anxiously  occupied  for 
some  time  past  in  providing  for  the  social  comforts  of  their 
visitors.  A  large  private  hotel  has  been  engaged  for  the  sole 
use  of  the  members  of  the  Conference.  Here  all  may  dine, 
chat,  smoke,  etc.,  in  pleasant  brotherhood,  and  get  a  foretaste 
of  that  good  time  coming  when  there  shall  be  no  quarrelling 
among  chemists  and  pharmaceutists.  The  social  pleasures 
will  culminate  in  a  dinner  on  Friday,  the  2Uh  inst.,  at  which 
the  Nottingham  members  will  entertain  the  non-resident 
members  of  the  Conference. 

We  understand  that  a  great  number  of  gentlemen  have 
been  lately  proposed  as  members  and  that  many  of  them  bear 
names  which  are  well-known  in  scientific  circles.  We  are 
quiet  sure  that  every  chemist  and  druggist  who  joins  this 
association  will  get  a  good  return  for  his  annual  crown,  even 
though  he  may  not  be  able  to  attend  the  meetings.  He  gets 
a  volume  containing  all  the  papers  read  at  the  meeting,  with 
reports  of  the  discussions  arising  from  tliem  ;  and  he  alNo  gets 
that  satisfactory  feeling  that  he  is  doing  something  to  advance 
his  caUing,  and  therefore  himself,  and  liis  posterity. 

In  our  next  number  we  hope  to  print  a  full  and  inde- 
pendent report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Conference,  with 
the  Pregident  s  oUdresg  and  abstracts  of  the  papers  read. 
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to  the  editor  of  the  chemist  and  druggist. 

Dear  Sir, — Not  being  i-.Vie  to  express  myself  without  con- 
tinued interruption  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  United 
Society  of  Chemists  and  Druggists,  at  their  office.  New 
Orinond-street,  on  the  19th  ult.,  perhaps  you  will  kindly 
allow  me  a  space  in  your  columns  to  speak  the  opinion  of  the 
Bolton  members  of  the  United  Society,  as  represented  by 
Mr.  Ilarwood  and  myself. 

In  the  first  place,  I  beg  to  hand  you  the  resolutions  passed 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Bolton  District  Association  of  Chemists 
and  Druggists,  held  July  17,  1866. 

Present :  Mr.  Knott  (President  of  the  Association)  in  the 
chair  ;  Mr.  Terry,  V.P. ;  Mr.  E.  G.  Harwood,  Treasurer  ; 
Messrs.  GriiHn,  Richardson,  Miller,  Norfolk,  N.  Cunliffe, 
W.  O.  Morris,  Goodman,  Pownall,  W.  J.  Reynolds,  Hampson, 
J.  CunlifFi",  F.  Dutton,  and  W.  Blain,  Secretary. 

Moved  by  Mr.  G.  E.  Griffin,  seconded  by  Mr.  F.  Dutton  : — 
"That  this  Association  hereby  expresses  its  confidence  in  the 
majority  of  the  London  Executive  Committee  of  the  United 
Society  of  Chemists  and  Druggists,  believing  it  to  be  their 
wish  to  elevate  the  position  of  the  chemist  and  druggist 
socially  and  scientifically,  and  (although  not  officially 
acquainted  with  the  minutiaj  of  the  overtures  made  and 
considered  between  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  and  the  Exe- 
cutive Committee  of  the  United  Society  of  Chemists  and 
Druggists  from  time  to  time)  that  it  is  desirable  that  terms, 
fair  and  honourable  to-_gB  parties,  should  be  arranged  for  an 
amalgamation  of  the  trade  societies ;  this  Association  being 
also  of  opinion  that  it  is  not  probable  that  any  legislative 
enactment  for  the  welfare  of  the  whole  trade  will  succeed  in 
Parliament  until  the  trade  qan  show  itself  a  whole  and  utidivided 
body."    Carried  unanimoiisly. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Richar(json,  seconded  by. Mr.  Goodman  : — 
"  That  the  Association  see  with  regret  the  dissensions  existing 
amongst  the  E.vecutive  Committee  of  the  United  Society  of 
Chemists  and  Druggists,  and  think  that  dissensions  may,  in 
the  main,  be  best  guarded  against  by  electing  only  gentlemen 
on  the  Executive  Committee  who  are  bond-Jide  chemists  or 
druggists."    Carried  unanimously. 

Moved  by  Mr.  N.  Cunliffe,  seconded  by  Mr.  W.  J.  Rey- 
nolds:— "That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Association  that  Mr. 
Buott  has  overstepped  his  duty  as  a  paid  servant  of  the 
United  Society  of  Chemists  and  Druggists  bj"^  taking  any 
measures  whatever  to  organize  opposition  to  any  section  of 
the  Committee,  whether  majority  or  otherwise."  Carried 
unanimously. 

From  correspondence  that  has  been  passing  in  your  journal 
for  some  time  past,  there  has  been  reason  to  fear  that  business 
has  not  been  very  amicably  conducted  at  the  head  quarters 
of  the  United  Society,  but  outsiders  had  no  idea  that  the 
rupture  was  of  that  nature  and  extent  as  to  threaten  a  tre- 
mendous weakening,  if  not  a  dissolution  of  this  Institution. 
A  great  evil  exists  somewhere  ;  and  wherever  it  is  found, 
it  is  the  duty  of  every  chemist  and  druggist  who  has  any 
interest  whatever  in  the  welfare  of  the  trade  to  assist  in 
rooting  it  out. 

In  the  first  place,  here  is  a  Society,  young,  but  wonder- 
fully successful,  having  gathered  together  in  a  few  years,  and 
wielded  a  power,  with  effect,  far  beyond  anything  that  could 
have  been  anticipated  in  the  incipient  state  of  the  Society. 
The  working  machinery  of  the  Society  was — 1st.  A  few 
individuals  who  sacrificed  their  time,  abilities,  and  money 
unsparingly  in  the  cause  of  the  chemist  and  druggist.  2ni 
A  secretary  and  registrar  possessed  of  the  proper  qualifica- 
tions to  bring  about  the  organization  of  a  large  body  of 
tradesmen.  3rd.  A  largo  number  of  subscribers  who  found 
monies  for  the  working  of  the  Society.  The  Society  pro- 
gresses and  flourishes. 

Subsequently  a  Wholesale  Drug  Company  is  formed,  the 
prime  movers  iii  which  ore  upon  the  Executive  Council  of 
the  United  Society.    Mr.  C.  F.  Buott,  the  secretary  of  the

United  Society,  becomes  the  secretary  of  the  Drug  Company, 
and  re-icns  his  situation  as  secretary  of  the  United  Society. 
For  some  reason,  he  leaves  the  employ  of  the  Drug  Company, 
but  retains  his  position  as  a  member  of  the  Executive  ot  the 
United  Society  ;  and  henceforth  strife  exists  between  certani 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Society  and 
their  late  servant,  which  strife  seems  to  split  up  the  Execu- 
tive into  two  sections— Section  No.  1,  "Wade  and  Co.  ;  Section 
No.  2,  Buott  and  Co. 

I  have  now  no  doubt  that  much  skirmishing  betweeri  the 
two  sections  took  place  at  the  various  committee  meetings, 
personalities  and  pantomime  included ;  but  the  great  fight 
was  reserved  for  the  19th  ult.,  when  Section  No.  1  retired, 
rather  than  be  subjected  to  the  insults,  inuendoes,  and  sneers 
that  characterized  the  opposition  of  Section  No.  2. 

The  cheering  and  applause  that  followed  certain  points  of 
the  meeting  showed  an  cmimus  of  very  doubtful  character  to 
be  displayed  amongst  men  who  are  supposed  to  havo  the 
welfare  of  the  chemist  and  druggist  as  their  sole  motive  to 
action  in  this  matter.  From  the  retirement  of  Section  No.  1, 
the  United  Society  of  Chemists  and  Druggists  exists  no 
longer,  but  is  supplanted  by  the  No.  2,  or  Buott  Society  of 
Chemists  and  Druggists. 

The  sending  out  of  anonymous  circulars,  etc.,  of  a  some- 
what defamatory  character,  to  certain  members  of  the  United 
Society,  and  not  to  others,  without  the  knowledge  or  sanction 
of  the  Executive,  appears  a  most  unwarrantable  act  on  the 
part  of  the  secretary  of  any  public  institution  ;  and  yet  such 
appears  to  have  been  the  case  here. 

The  first  time  a  circular,  headed  "  The  Danger  Signal," 
met  my  eye  was  on  the  morning  of  the  19th  ult.  The  very 
first  passage  contained  the  word  "intrigue."  If  there  was 
any  danger  to  be  apprehended  from  any  quarter  of  which  a 
signal  of  warning  to  the  members  of  the  Association  was 
necessary,  why  should  not  the  signal  have  been  sent  to  me  to 
warn  the  Bolton  Association  ?  I  nad  heard  and  seen  the 
words  "  danger  signal  "  alluded  to  both  in  conversation  and 
in  print,  and  could  not  understand  it ;  but  now  I  can.  The 
'«  Danger  Signal  "  is  of  itself  an  intrigue  of  a  most  scurrilous 
and  startling  character,  to  undermine  the  power  of  those  who 
btlnnged  to  Section  No.  1. 

The  "Danger  Signal,"  "strictly  private,"  is  carefully 
pigeon-holed,  and  labelled  "Intrigue,"  for  future  reference. 

On  the  morning  of  the  17  th  ult.  I  received  a  circular, 
headed  "United  Society  of  Chemists  and  Druggists,"  and 
signed  by  the  secretary,  containing  an  urgent  appeal  for 
support  from  the  country  members  at  the  Annual  Meeting, 
which  I  showed  to  some  of  the  adherents  of  Section  No.  1  of 
the  Executive.  They  had  neither  seen  nor  heard  tell  of  it. 
Tell  me,  Mr.  Eflitor,  where  is  the  intrigue  ? 

Is  this,  Mr.  Editor,  a  creditable  state  of  affairs  for  an  Asso- 
ciation, the  secretary  pleading  to  be  retained  in  his  situation 
at  on>' moment,  and  plotting  against  a  section  of  his  employers 
at  another  time  ?  No  ;  and  not  one  rag  or  tatter  shall  be 
spared  by  me  that  shall  cover  the  loathsome  deformity  of 
intrigue,  the  result  of  which  has  been  to  remove  the  pillars 
from  our  Institution. 

I  fear  that  the  triumphant  party  applause  of  the  meeting 
on  the  19th  was  the  death-knell  of  the  United  Society  ;  and 
until  a  difierent  state  of  affairs  exist,  the  Bolton  Association 
will  certainly  stand  aloof. 
Apologizing  for  thus  trespassing  on  your  space,

LETTER  FROM  MR.  BUOTT. 


TO  THE  EDITOR  OF  THE  CHEMIST  AND  DBUG0I8T. 

Sir,— It  has  just  come  to  my  kn  owledge  that  a  printed 
circular  is  being  distributed  amongst  some  of  the  members  of 
the  Society,  signed  by  the  ten  gentlemen  of  the  Drug  Com- 
pany who  were  formerly  upon  the  Executive  Committee. 
This  circular  implies  that  they  have  had  a  difficulty  in  exer- 
cising their  authority  ;  that  they  have  had  no  control  over 
the  books,  papers,  accounts,  etc.,  an^d  that  despairing  of  the 
future  of  the  Society,  they  are  constrained  to  leave  it.  It 
also  affirms  that  the  resolutions  adopted  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing were  not  passed  by  independent  members  of  the  society. 

Those  gentlemen  of  the  Executive  Committee  whom  I  have 
had  time  to  consult,  authorise  me  to  refute  these  statements, 
and  so  far  as  they  affect  me  personally,  I  beg  to  give  them 
the  most  unqualified  denial. 

Their  assertion  that  they  have  not  been  able  to  exercise 
their  authority,  is  utterly  beyond  my  comprehension.  Who 
has  hindered  them  ?  Can  any  one  of  the  ten  gentlemen  deny 
that  the  whole  transactions  of  the  Society  have  been  duly 
recorded  in  the  minute-book,  or  that  the  correctness  of  the 
record  has  been  duly  confirmed  at  every  subsequent  Com- 
mittee meeting  ?  This  being  the  fact,  let  them  point  out  a 
single  case  in  which  there  has  not  been  a  faithful  and  prompt 
fulfilment  of  their  instructions.  Did  not  also  these  ten  gentle- 
men constitute  the  majority  in  the  Committee  over  the  much- 
abused,  but  equally  independent  minority  of  five  ?  And  were 
not  the  votes  carried  by  the  tnajority  f 

Their  second  assertion  is  that  they  had  no  control  over  the 
books,  papers,  and  accounts  of  the  Society.  Had  I  not 
bitterly  felt  the  unscrupulous  and  persistent  antagonism  of 
th"se  gentlemen  for  many  months  past,  I  might  have  been 
shocked  at  this  mis-statement.  When  and  where  have  any 
books  or  papers  been  asked  for  and  withheld  ?  They  know 
that  the  books  and  accounts  have  been  both  regularly  kept 
and  checked.  Fortunately  I  can  produce  three  of  them  as 
witnesses  against  themselves.  Each  of  the  balance-sheets  for 
1862,  1863,  and  1864,  are  stated  to  be  "examined  and  com- 
pared with  the  books  and  vouchers,  and  found  correct,"  and 
signed  "  Thomas  D'Aubney,"  "  John  Wade,"  auditors.  Mr. 
Tidman  also  certifies  to  my  correctness  and  integrity  when, 
in  relation  to  the  last  balance-sheet,  he  says  that,  "having 
gone  through  all  the  books,  accounts,  vouchers,  etc.,  I  find 
them  perfectly  correct  and  in  order." 

Under  such  circumstances  these  gentlemen  declare  them- 
selves "  disgusted,  and  despairing  of  the  future  of  the  Society, 
they  cannot  allow  their  names  and  subscriptions  to  be  used  " 
for  its  benefit !  How  long  have  they  desponded  ?  How  is 
it  that  so  late  as  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  they  were  willing 
to  be  re-elected,  and  were  careful  to  qualify  themselves  by 
paying  up  their  membership  fees  ?  Did  not  Mr.  Wade,  in 
your  last  journal,  before  the  Annual  Meeting,  urge  the 
members  to  re-elect  them,  and  triumphantly  prophesy  the 
dismissal  of  the  minority?  It  was  only  just  before  their 
rejection  from  the  Executive  Committee  by  the  Annual 
Meeting  that  Mr.  Wade  proclaimed  the  "increased  develop- 
ment and  great  power  of  the  Society  to  further  its  objects." 
Why  should  he  and  his  nine  fellow-sufferers  give  themselves 
up  to  "  despair  "  and  "  disgust  "  when  that  rejection  became 
an  accomplished  fact,  by  the  unanitnous  resolution  that  it 
was  inexpedient  for  the  bourd  of  Drug  Company  directors, 
to  be  elected  "  in  such  a  number  upon  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee as  to  secure  a  majority  in  favour  of  their  own  interests 
and  opinions  ?  " 
The  reasons  for  this  sudden  transitlou  irom  hope  to  despair 
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arc  best  told  in  the  report  of  the  annual  meeting,  and  by  the 
fact  that  the  subscribers  to  this  Circular  are  associuied  as

By  taking  this  Circular  with  the  resolution  of  the  annual 
meeting,  the  indignation  is  accounted  for. 

Against  the  disparagement  of  "  the  secretary  and  his  son,  ' 
who  are  ingeniously  associated  in  this  Circular,  although  the 
son  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  matter,  except  as  an  inde- 
pendent member  of  the  Committee  acting  with  the  minority, 
I  again  call  Mr.  Wade  as  a  witness.  In  addressing  the 
annual  meeting  but  a  short  time  ago,  and  directing  their 
attention  to  the  remarkable  success  of  the  Society,  he  ex- 
claims— "  Was  it  not  wonderful?  But  how  was  it  done? 
They  had  two  officers,  the  Registrar  and  the  Secretary,  who 
had  worked  with  untiring  energy  and  skill  which  few  could 
exhibit — worked  with  their  hands  and  brains  till  past  mid- 
night. He  made  this  appeal  independently,  and  challenged 
contradiction  !" 

It  may  also  be  stated  that  Mr.  Wade,  who  moved  a  reso- 
lution at  the  annual  meeting  for  the  virtual  expulsion  of 
Mr.  C.  F.  Buott  from  the  Executive  Ciimmittee,  was  the 
person  who  originally  moved  (being  seconded  by  Mr. 
D'Aubney)  his  election  upon  it,  assigning  as  a  reason  that 
his  previous  services  and  great  experience  eminently  qualified 
him  for  the  office. 

It  is  not  for  me  to  vindicate  this  meeting  from  the  charge 
that  it  was  "mainly  constituted  of  Mr.  Buott's  personal 
friends  and  supporters."  It  is  for  the  country  members,  who 
formed  so  large  a  proportion  of  those  present,  and  who 
unanimously  supported  the  resolution,  to  resent  this  insulting 
denial  of  their  independence.  I  would  remind  you  that  Mr. 
Wade  issued  an  urgent  invitation  to  the  Society  to  support 
him  and  his  friends  in  the  policy  they  had  pursued  ;  and 
although  many  were  induced  to  attend,  still  the  division 
shows  that,  however  desirous  to  favour  him,  they  could  not 
in  this  case  conscientiously  do  so  ;  whilst  all  invitations  given 
by  nie  were  simply  to  induce  members  to  attend  and  exercise 
their  own  judgment  regardless  of  personal  predilection. 

Although  feeling  keenly  the  injustice  of  these  unscrupulous 
aciusations,  I  should  not  replv  to  the  writers  of  this  circular 
did  I  not  feel  bound  to  expose  their  insincerity.  They  loudly 
proclaim  their  disinterested  attachment  to  the  Society,  but, 
at  the  same  time,  use  every  means  at  their  disposal  to  revive 
the  late  dissensions,  and  so  effect  its  downfall.  Let  but  the 
members  be  true  to  themselves,  and  I  pledge  mvseif  that  the 
next  year  shall  see  their  Society  strong  in  its  numbers,  con- 
solidated in  Its  strength,  and  able  to  win  the  great  battle 
which  will  give  incorporation  to  the  trade. 

Ihe  history  of  the  past  twelve  months  is  marked  in  my 
memory  by  many  trials  and  injustices  now  culminating  in 
this  circular.  ° 

I  have  given  to  this  Society  the  energy  of  half  a  life  com- 
pressed wiihm  SIX  short  years,  and  I  still  glory  in  my  old 
Dciiet,  that  It  has  a  bright  and  useful  future  before  it.  Let

the  late  Executive,  becauK'.  of  their  desire  to  destroy  the 
Society,  but  on  acconr.i,  of  their  determination  to  make  him 
submissive  to  their  control,

TO  MR.  WADB. 

Dear  Sir, — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  containing  a 
printed  circular,  stating  the  reasons  that  have  induced  those 
whose  names  are  subscribed  to  the  document  to  secede  from 
the  Committee  of  the  United  Society  of  Chemists  and  Drug- 
gists. I  have  noticed  for  gome  time  in  the  page*  of  the 
Che.mist  and  Dkuooist  the  brewing  of  the  storm,  and  the 
indications  of  disunion  in  the  Executive  Committee,  giving 
pain  to  all  those  who  sincerely  wish  success  to  the  cause  that 
originally  bound  us  together.  I  may  fairly  say  that  my 
reason  and  my  sympathies  have  been  with  those  who  have 
endeavoured  to  bind  the  whole  trade  together,  and  who  were 
anxious  to  work  if  possible  in  a  friendly  way  with  Pharma- 
ceutists, and  not  with  the  illiberal  and  jealous  section,  whose 
words  and  actions  have  indicated  a  seliish  motive,  and  whose 
policy  will  eventually  prove  fatal  to  the  very  existence  of  the 
United  Society. 

You  have  addressed  your  letter  to  me  supposing  that  I  wa» 
a  member  of  the  Society,  and  perhaps  its  local  secretary  ;  in 
this  matter  you  are  in  error,  and  shows  that  what  I  stated  to 
Mr.  Buott  is  correct,  that  he  considered  himself  the  Society, 
that  all  power  was  ^  his  hands,  and  the  Executive  were 
nobodies.  You  are  quite  right  in  the  principle  that  the 
Executive  should  be  the  ruling  power,  and  the  Secretary  the 
person  to  carry  out  the  resolutions  of  the  Committee.  You 
will  recollect  that  after  the  formation  of  the  Society,  when 
Mr.  Buott  visited  York^o  explain  its  objects,  and  to  obtain 
the  support  of  the  l^rk  chemists,  that  .about  twenty  joined 
the  Society,  and  I  was  asked  to  become'  the  Local  Secretary. 
You  will  also  recollect  that  when  the  rival  pharmacy  bills 
were  sent  round  for  the  support  of  those  who  belonged  to  the 
societies  that  I  made  a  successful  effort  here  to  amalgamate 
the  Pharmaceutical  and  United  Societies,  and  carried  certain 
amendments  and  resolutions,  which,  had  they  been  accepted 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  would  have  put  an  end  to  all 
opposition,  and  a  bill  would  have  been  obtained  satisfactory 
to  all  parties.  The  part  I  took  on  that  occasion  excited  the 
ire  of  Mr.  Buott,  who  visited  York  in  the  autumn,  and 
called  a  meeting  of  the  members  which  was  attended  by  only 
three  of  us.  At  that  meeting  he  deposed  me  as  local  secretary, 
abused  me  as  a  traitor  to  the  Society,  indicated  I  was  under 
a  despotism,  had  no  right  to  a  will  or  action  of  my  own,  but 
was  bound  in  all  things  to  obey  the  orders  of  the  Executive 
(that  is,  of  himself).  After  some  warm  discussion  I  left  the 
meeting,  and  eventually  I  found  Mr.  Buott  had  collected  the 
subscriptions  of  the  York  members,  but  bad  failed  to  ask  me 
for  mine,  and  as  I  never  had  any  further  communication  from 
him  or  the  Society,  of  course  I  was  left  out  in  the  cold.  I 
understood  that  when  the  list  for  1865  was  published,  the 
post  of  Local  Secretary  was  declared  to  be  vacant.  I  once 
stated  a  few  of  the  facts  in  a  letter  to  the  Editor  of  the 
Chkmist  and  DnuooiST,  but  did  not  think  it  worth  while  to 
write  to  the  Executive  with  regard  to  Mr.  Buott's  conduct. 

I  admire  his  energy  and  perseverance  in  aiding  in  establish- 
ing the  Society,  but  his  abilities  are  sadly  unpaired  by  a  want 
of  temper,  and  a  want  of  discretion  ;  the  vehemence  of  his  lan- 
guage against  supposed  opponents  is  much  to  be  reprehended, 
and  injures  instead  of  advancing  the  cause  of  the  Society. 
In  conclusion,  I  can  only  say  we  must  wait  for  the  progress 
of  events,  but  I  cannot  see  any  successful  issue  to  the 
assumed  autocracy  of  Mr.  Buott.

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LEITER  FROM  MR.  D'AUBNEY. 


TO  THE  KDITOR  OF  THR  OHKMIST  AND  DRUGGIST. 

Stk, — I  was  very  much  aurpiised  at  the  Annual  Meeting 
that  Mr.  C.  F.  Biio'tt  should  single  me  out  and  accuse  me  of 
endeavouring  to  betray  the  United  Society,  and  I  crave  a 
little  space  in  your  open  columns  to  rebut  the  charge.  It 
may  be  in  your  memory,  sir.  that  he  stated  that  I  induced 
Mr.  Riramel  to  offer  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  ^61,000, 
•which  otherwise  would  have  been  paid  to  the  United  Society. 
I  beg,  sir,  to  meet  this  statement  with  a  direct  contradiction. 
It  is  utterly  without  foundation,  and  I  should  have  set 
myself  right  at  once  with  the  meeting  had  not  the  President 
ruled  that  it  was  out  of  order  for  me  to  speak  on  the  subject. 

This  is  the  true  version  of  my  action  in  the  matter.  I  was 
served  with  an  injunction  at  the  instance  of  Mr.  Betts,  the 
capsule  manufacturer,  and  a  few  days  after  I  submitted  the 
legal  document  to  a  meeting  of  my  friends,  in  order  to  have 
their  joint  advice  upon  it.  Mr.  Buott  was  present,  and  after 
the  meeting  a  deputation,  including  Mr.  Buott,  waited  upon 
Mr.  Rimmel,  in  the  Strand.  Mr.  Buott,  therefore,  knew 
quite  as  much  as  myself  of  Mr.  Rimmel's  offer. 

After  a  a  short  consultation  we  decided  it  would  be 
advisable  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  trade  on  behalf  of  the 
United  Society ;  but  within  a  few  day  I  had  a  notice  from 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  that  a  meeting  of  the  trade  was 
to  be  held  at  their  office,  in  Bloombury-square.  This 
meeting  I  attended  to  hear  what  could  be  done,  and  in  every 
action  I  have  taken  in  the  matter  it  has  been  with  the  full 
knowledge  of  Mr.  C.  F.  Buott.  The  fact  that  I  was  one  of 
the  first  chemists  attacked,  and  had  heavy  interests  at 
stake,  should  be  a  sufficient  reason  for  my  taking  the  first 
opportunity  of  action. 

For  the  past  five  years  and  a  half  I  have  attended  nearly 
every  meeting  of  the  United  Society,  and  defy  any  gentleman 
who  has  been  in  the  habit  of  coming  amongst  us  in  Ormond- 
street  to  name  one  instance  in  which  my  vote  has  been 
recorded  against  the  interests  of  the  Trade.

"THE  DANGER  SIGNAL.' 


TO  THE  EDITOR  OF  THE  CHEMIST  AND  DRUGGIST. 

Sir, — In  last  month's  number  of  the  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist the  trade  were  informed  by  Mr.  Wade  that  a  Sub-Com- 
mittee had  been  appointed  to  consider  the  best  course  to  be 
pursued  in  reference  to  the  printed  address  issued  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  United  Society,  as  well  as  his  hostility 
towards  the  greater  portion  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

It  was  hoped  that  the  decision  of  this  Sub-Committee 
would  lead  to  a  better  understanding,  and  Mr.  Wade 
declared  his  willingness  to  receive  their  verdict  and  not  give 
publicity  to  the  "Danger  Signal,"  provided  it  was  left  in 
their  hands.  A  day  of  meeting  having  been  fixed  by 
members,  suitable  to  their  own  convenience,  Mr.  Buott  took 
upon  himself,  at  the  eleventh  hour,  to  postpone  the  discus- 
sion, and  W!is  thus  enabled  to  call  previous  meetings  at  Hull, 
Sheffield,  and  Manchester,  and  there  introduce  the  circular 
in  question,  Mr.  Wade's  letter,  and  an  elaborate  reply  of  his 
own,  the  greater  part  of  which  I  feel  bound  to  state,  in 
justice  to  the  gentlemen  who  are  ignorant  of  his  attack,  is 
misrepresentation,  though,  under  the  circumstances,  it  fully 
answered  Mr.  Buott's  purpose  at  the  annual  meeting. 

The  Sub-Committee  having  every  desire  to  terminate  the 
late  misunderstanding,  could  not,  however,  find  any  cause 
for  Mr.  Buott's  hostility  towards  the  mnjoritv  of  the  Execu- 
ti  ve,  and  censured  him,  as  Secretary,  for  sending  out  a  printed 
address  without  the  authority  of  the  Committee.

TO  the  editor  of  the  chemist  and  dhuogirt. 
Sir, — Will  you  favour  me  by  inserting  in  your  valuable 
journal  a  slight  sketch  of  the  circumstances  connected  with 
my  short  membership  on  the  Committee  of  the  United 
Society  of  Chemists  and  Druggists. 


Last  summer  I  learnt  from  the  newspapers  the  fact  that  an 
attempt  was  being  made  by  the  above  Society  to  introduce  a 
bill  into  Parliament,  having  for  its  object  the  incorporation  of 
chemists  and  druggists  who  did  not  already  belong  to  the 
Fhnrmnceutical  Society.  Having  been  in  business  more  than 
twenty  years,  and  not  being  enrolled  a  member  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  I  felt  an  interest  in  the  subject,  and 
attended  the  sittings  of  the  Select  Committee  of  the  House 
of  Commons.  Here  I  made  the  acquaintance  of  Mr.  Buott, 
the  Secretary  of  the  United  Society.  He  solicited  me  to 
become  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  whii.h  pro- 
posal I  accepted,  and  as  I  received  a  regular  notice  to  attend 
their  meetings,  I  concluded  I  had  been  formally  elected  a 
member.  Judge  of  my  surprise,  slightly  tinged  with  a  feel- 
ing of  indignation,  when  I  heard  myself  proposed  to  be  made 
a  membi  r  of  the  committee,  which  I  had  been  attending  for 
some  months,  as  I  then  discovered,  on  the  personal  invitation 
of  Mr.  Buott.  After  my  election,  Mr.  Buott  took  great  pains 
to  prejudice  my  mind  in  favour  of  himself  and  against 
certain  members  of  the  committee  belonging  to  a  drug  com- 
pany. In  furtherance  of  this  object,  he  sent  me  the  enclosed 
printed  circular,  which  was  privately  circulated  by  him 
entirely  without  the  knowledge  of  the  committee. 

I  continued  my  attendance  until  the  last  Annual  Meeting, 
when  it  became  more  palpable  than  ever  that  the  Sef'retary 
was  determined  to  have  and  to  keep  the  entire  management 
and  control  of  the  affairs  of  the  Society  in  his  own  hands, 
and  had  for  that  purpose,  by  much  effort,  got  a  sufficient 
attendance  to  overrule  any  proposition  made  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.  Seeing  this,  and  having  been  many  times 
much  displeased  at  the  personalities  in  which  Mr.  Buott  was 
in  the  habit  of  indulging,  I  declined  to  allow  myself  to  be 
re-elected  a  member  of  so  dis-united  a  committee.

Gentlemen. — Nothing  but  the  most  imperious  necessity  would  induce 
me,  in  the  face  of  au  Annual  Meeting,  to  obtrude  a  matter  exclusiTeljr 
personal  upon  yfur  at'eiitini),  were  it  not  th.it  efforts  are  being  mudo  to 
ignore  my  services  to  the  Society,  and  my  officiid  position  in  ir. 

To  save  the  iSooiety  from  dishonour,  to  save  myself  and  lamily  from  an 
act  of  injustice  li'lle  short  of  spoliation,  and  to  give  you  iin  opportunity  t  o 
di>avow  such  proceedings,  I  beg  to  present  you  with  the  briefest  possible 
sketch  of  my  services  in  your  cause,  and  to  tell  jou  the  amount  of 
remuneration  I  have  received  for  ihom. 

Be  it  understood  then,  that  my  humble  efforts  to  form  the  United 
Society  commenced  in  July,  1S60.  Some  memberships  were  at  that  time 
given  in  through  the  tlien  Provisional  Secretary,  Mr.  C.  F.  Buott,  or 
Messrs.  Moroan,  but  the  bulk  of  them  wore  obtained  by  means  of  ray 
systematic  canvass  of  the  entire  Metropolis,  so  that  when  th»  Society  was 
inaiigurated,  January  1S61,  we  were  able  to  announce  700  membei-s. 

Some  time  was  occupied  in  collecting  the  subscriptions  of  these  promised 
members,  and  in  the  following  July  we  fo>md  that  300  out  ot  the  "OO 
gentlemen  who  had  given  in  their  n.imes  as  members  were  unwilling  to 
pay  their  fees. 

Such  was  then  the  condition  of  th«  Society.  There  were  no  funds  OTon 
t»  pay  the  wages  of  an  errand  boy,  and  the  Society  was  socially,  morally, 
politically,  and  financially  defunct.  Where  then  were  the  men  who  now 
claim  to  bo  your  advisers?  They  did  nothing,  but  they  wore  speechless 
in  affright ;  and  their  bravest  etforts  were  directed  to  saving  themselves 
from  pecuniary  responsibility  in  the  event  of  a  public.  failu'O. 

When  I  commenced  to  servo  the  Society,  I  vowed  to  myself  it  should 
be  a  success,  oven  Ihounh  my  life  shoul  l  bo  the  sacrifico.  I  b.id  it  now 
upon  my  h.ands  like  a  dead  infant.  It  was  of  no  u.so  consulting  men  who 
wore  panic  stnick,  >o  I  took  counsel  with  myself.  Could  I  re>tore  the 
Society  to  life?  Could  1  give  it  health,  vigour,  and  growth,  and  tiain  it 
up  to  to  manhood ?  Yes  I  How?  By  creating  a  confuderatiim  of  various 
as.socintions,  each  of  which  shovUd  be  a  political  power  within  it-self,  and 
each  member  of  which  might  feel  that  he  had  a  position  and  an  object  in 
the  groat  iindort,iking.  Jivt  "'«'  rcnuUi  involve  a  larijc  expenditure  of 
monri/!  Well,  1  had  an  unswerving  faith  in  my  cause  and  felt  that  my 
energy  would  sustain  mo  ;  so  in  tho  month  of  July,  ISfil,  1  .stirted  on  my 
self-iriiposed  mission  with  a  tivo  pound  note  in  my  pocket.  1  travelled 
1-21  days.  What  hardships,  what  robufls,  what  sacrifices  .and  toils,  what 
l.'iboiir'and  what  sorrow,  what  hopes  .md  what  fears  wore  crowded  into 
thoso  few  days  of  my  life  I  will  not  recount ;  suffice  it  that  on  the  20th 
Novi'mbcr  I  returned  homo.  Atsocialions  had  been  formed  at  Hath, 
Uristol,  Hirmingham,  Manchester.  Notiinnham.  Lincoln,  Derby,  Sc.  Tho 
Society's  treasury  was  roplcnishcd,  and  we  were  able  to  announce  at  our 
first  .anniversary,  which  followed  in  February,  1862,  that  wo  had  a  b.danco 
of  aVo  in  hand,  £200  banked  to  the  credit  of  the  Henovolont  Pond,  and 
1200  uicmbors  to  start  with  ihc  newynar.  From  that  time  to  tho  present, 
tho  career  of  tho  Society  numerically,  financially  and  politically,  baa  been 
one  of  prosperity,  unbroken,  except  by  Iho  treachery  of  some  faithless 
mombor.

Independently  of  the  labour  and  anxiety  involved  in  theso  groat  im- 
iiroveinents  and  my  dally  office  work,  I  have  bad  to  sustain  tlio  Society 
L  incessant  mcntiU  toil.  Oflicial  political  documents  for  the  pi  ess 
circulars  tn  the  Society,  numerous  non-olhcial  letters  to  the  Chemists 
nnd  UruRfflsts'  Journal,  the  Annual  Uepoi  ta  .-ind  the  important  addresses 
therein  to  the  trade,  importnnt  communications  to  Governmont,  and 
api'cals  to  members  of  Parliament,  and  lastly,  the  authorship  of  the 
Cliemists'  and  Druggists'  Jlill,  all  testify  that  my  intellectual  cnerKies 
have  been  taxed  equally  with  my  phy.sical  powers  for  the  good  of  the 

'jliuiT  of  these  labours  have  been  of  a  character  whlcli  money  could  not 
purchase,  and  others  could  only  have  heen  secured  at  a  price  far  beyond 
the  Society's  moans,  but  I  have  never  yet  tliought  whatever  I  possessed— 
even  life  itsolf-too  great  a  sncrifico  for  3  our  cau.se. 

Throe  times  have  I  saved  the  Society  from  ruin.  Once,  m  July,  1S«1, 
when,  as  already  stated,  the  Society  collapsed.  Then  again  when  the 
Hoiiomry  Secretary  of  one  of  our  largest  district  Associations,  having  first 
allied  himself  to  the  Pharm.acoutical  Society,  and  employed  a  man  at  our 
nvii  fj-;if)iM  to  caluminate  us,  positively  called  a  Meeting  to  e.st  ibli.sb  a 
rival  Institute.  A  meeting  of  our  ofBceis  and  members  fur  such  an  object 
was  an  unlawful  meeting;  and  the  Secretary  who  convened  it,  and  the 
Chairman  who  presided  over  it,  were  traitors,  to  be  dealt  with  summarily. 
Conspirators  are  soon  alarmed,  thuy  were  met  together;  my  appenrauco 
amongst  Ihem  was  as  sudden  as  it  was  unexpected.  I  denounced  the 
nieoting.  its  object,  and  its  promoters  alike ;  the  Chairman  rushed  out  of 
the  ro'im  ;  the  Secretary  followed,  thi"  meeting  was  dissolved,  the  con- 
spiracy was  strangled  ;  niirf  »o  the  Snait'l  ions  saved  again. 

Lastly,  in  tlie  following  month  of  December,  by  a  simultaneous  move- 
ment of  the  Local  Secretaiies  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  our  Members 
were  taken  by  surprise  and  induced  to  the  number  of  1,200  to  sign  a 
memorial  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  praying  them  to  bring  the 
Pharmacy  Bill  into  Parliament. 

AU  would  have  been  over  with  tho  United  Society  and  their  Bill  had 
that  memnrial  passed  into  Sir  Gi':oRaE  Grey's  hands  uncontradicted. 
Who  was  to  get  tbnse  1,200  men  to  withdraw  theirsignatnres  ?  What  did 
B  and  C  and  H  and  U  and  K  and  P  and  W  do  in  that  juncture  ?  Nothing  I 
And  ."0  for  the  third  time  I  had  to  stand  between  the  Society  and  its 
destruction. 

Some  six  or  seven  days  of  darkness  and  grief,  and  desjiair  passed  by.  A 
rnj-  of  hope  cros.sed  my  mind  ;  having  started  from  a  bed  of  sickne-ss  and 
girded  my.'^elf  fur  a  great  effort,  I  went  to  Birmingliam,  Dudley,  Wolver- 
hampton, and  Nottingham,  (which  wore  amongst  the  sinning  town.s)  and 
expo>tulated  with  every  member  personally:  cii-culars  pointing  out  the 
fatal  consequences  of  such  an  Act  were  .»ent  immediately  to  other  towns ; 
there  was  no  re  t  for  me  by  day  nor  sleep  by  night,  until  the  crisis  was 
over.  What  w.as  the  result?  'fhoso  l.'inO  .signatures  wero  withdrawn 
from  tho  memorial  and  added  to  tho  Petitions  fur  our  own  Bill  with  1,800 
others,  and  we  went  through  Parliament tiiiimphantly  at  last. 

1  have  done.  These  things  should  never  have  esc.a|)ed  n,v  lips  or  p  n 
had  I  been  dealt  with  in  the  spirit  01  gentlemanly  courtesy  and  confidence. 
And  now  comes  the  ridiculous  sequel.

are  coming  .'  Apathy  !  No  !  Hvcn  a  Druggist's  ajjathy — had  there  Iwen 
no  lower  motive  at  work,  would  have  melted  into  hot  ifldignation  at  being 
supposud  to  he  a  willing  instrument  in  his  own  dishonour.  If  apathy  was 
not  tho  cause,  what  was  it  ?  Some  philosophers  tell  us  every  man  has  big 
holiby  or  mania.  Tho  most  intelligent  man  I  ever  know  was  quit«  sure 
ho  might,  coiil'l,  would,  or  should,  educe  from  his  daily  experiments  a 
pnictlcal  illustration  of  perjicttial  motion.  That  was  his  weaknofs.  One 
man  may  have  one  weakness,  and  another  man  may  have  another;  in 
fact,  every  man,  whilst  being  profoundly  ignorant  of  Ijis  own  idiosyncrasy, 
can  tell  you  all  about  bis  neighbour's.  Trrulcsmen  too.  In  their  various 
combinations,  have  their  little  wcaknossc.-.  Wo  all  know  vi  hat  is  a  tailor  s 
weakness,  but  it  is  only  a  shrewd  an^^  intelligent  member  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council  who  can  "  spot "  the  spoci  il  weakness  of  a  Chemist  and 
Druggist.  "You  B(om  perplexed,"  said  that  gentleman,  "that  mem- 
bers of  your  Society  should  sign  our  Memorial ;  I  can  assure  you  tliey 
Kotdd  sign  it  again  to-morrow  if'  we  were  to  ask  them  .'  " 

0.  There  it  is.  A  morbid  craving  for  Pharmaceutical  connection  It  tho 
Druggists'  weakness.  It  lies  at  llie  bottom  of  all  our  troubles.  One 
niomber,  who  has  been  lifted  up  to  nutico  by  his  coiiuectiou  with  tlie 
United  Society,  is  flattered  with  a  visit  from  a  member  of  tho  Pharma- 
ceutical Council ;  another  is  entranced  with  a  vision  of  examination  made 
easy,  a  quick  translation  through  the  Council  Cluimher,  and  an  early 
elevation  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Throne  :  and  a  third  may  exjieriencc  the 
bewitching  blandishments  of  a  Pharmaceutical  Conversazione,  or  special 
notice  at  a  tradesmen's  meeting.  Others  may  not  be  ambitious  for  office  ; 
all  they  ask  for  is  Pharmaceutical  notice.  "Scandalize  the  United 
Soiiety,"  say  they,  "  and  insult  our  officers  as  you  will,  not  a  tongue  shall 
move  in  their  defence ;  call  us  'rabble  shopkeepers  and  pickle  mongers,' 
and  we  will  be  dumb  ;  smite  us,  and  we  will  kits  the  smiter  s  hand  ; — but 
give  us,  O,  give  us  a  title — a  name — a  iilace— a  peg  for  our  hats — a  foot- 
stool to  sit  I'  on — a  patronizing  nod,  or  an  ofiicial  smile — within  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  we  will  die  happy  I "  O,  that  Pharmaceutical 
mania  I  How  it  seizes  a  weak-minded  Druggist's  brains  I  How  it  unmans 
him  !  How  it  clings  to  his  skirts,  and  characterises  all  his  movements  ! 
How  it  fizzes  up  when  only  shook  !  Bottle  it,  cork  it,  hammer  it,  peal 
it,  wire  it,  cap-nlc  it — but  the  moment  a  Pharmaceutical  finger  touches  it, 
out  it  wi  1  fly  ! 

7.  If  I  were  to  take  that  declaration— "  they  would  sign  again  to- 
morrow," in  all  its  vicious  meaning,  it  would  imply  that  1,200  members 
of  the  United  Society  have  not  only  sacrificed  their  judgment  ,and  hiiioiir 
In  the  hope  of  Pharmaceutical  recognition,  but  that,  the  same  craving 
would  icsult  again  in  the  same  act  were  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  to 
tempt  them.  They  would  tign  again  to-morrow  tcere  we  tu  a»h  them .'  Such 
is  the  opinion  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council.  Now  I  do  not  believe  it. 
My  first  conviction  wa.s,  and  I  am  now  certain,  that  those  1,200  signatures 
were  obtained  by  false  pretences.  Had  tho  men  known  that  the  Bill  for 
which  their  signatures  wero«Aked  was  the  voiitable  Pharmacy  Bill,  and 
not  tho  Chemists  and  Druggists'  Bill  altered  to  suit  both  sides  as  they 
were  told,  not  200  signatures  out  of  the  1,'<;00  would  have  been  given. 

S.  I  have  directed  yom*  attention  to  this  Memorial  business— /irit/,  to 
point  out  to  you  your  \yeakness,  and  where  your  danger  lies:  second,  to 
sh  w  you  the  true  esiitaatiou  in  which  the  Pbarmaceutical  Council  hold 
you ;  and  third,  to  rouse  you  tcjjndtpendcnt  action,  that  the  world  may 
see,  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Qouncil  may  feel,  that  you  are  not  the  con- 
temptible men  they  representi^u.  Do  not  forget'lfcat  Memorial  mistake. 
It  cost  those  who  love  \  our  cause  tears,  and  toil,  and  much  treasure  to 
redeem  you  from  its  fatal  consequences.  Whatever  may  be  said  in 
explanation  or  excuse,  it  must  leave  the  painful  impression  upon  every 
candid  mind  that  a  morbid  craving  for  Pharmaceutical  connection  is  the 
Druggists*  weakiie.s-;,  and  an  apprehension  that  whenever  it  may  please 
the  Pharniaceutieal  Council  to  pull  the  strings.  Druggist.?  will  jump. 
Nothing  ciu)  be  more  contemptuously  conclusive  of  this  than  the  words 
in  which  a  member  of  the  Council  has  expressed  their  opinion — they  jcill 
sign  a^jain .' 

9.  Admitting  that  1,200  have  done  a  foolish,  or  even  a  wicked  act,  are 
you,  the  3,000  Chemists  who  constitute  the  United  Society,  willing  to  be 
drawn  into  a  similar  snare?  If  you  do  fall  after  such  a  warning,  you  will 
deserve  to  be  hold  in  everlasting  contempt  .xs  recreants  indeed.  1  believe 
and  trust  bettor  things  of  you  ;  but  I  must  caution  you  that  you  will  be 
severely  tried.  A  plot  is  devised  to  entraj)  you  into  "  signing  .again  I  "  I 
do  not  mean  literally  the  signing  a  document,  but  some  overt  act  to  place 
yourselves  in  the  hands  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council.  I  grieve  to  inform 
yoM  tliat  there  arc  men  atnoiigst  us  whom  you  have  honoured  and  ti  ustcd, 
who,  having  no  longer  .any  interest  in  the  Society,  are  willing  to  become 
the  decoy  ducks  of  tho  Pharmaceutical  Counoil  to  delude  their  brethren 
from  the  advant,ai,'es  Ibcy  have  gainei.  I'or  nearly  five  years  have  we 
worked  that  our  Society  m.ay  be  crowned  with  corporate  honours:  we 
have  put  our  bard  work  and  h.anler-camed  money  together— n"t  to  pur- 
ch.aso  Pharmaceutical  relationship,  but  t  ■  secure  an  independent  corpo- 
ration like  the  Apothecaries,  with  a  popular  government. 

10.  I  am  tongue-tied,  .and  nearly  heart-broken  ;  so  1  cannot  now  speak 
plainer.  Up,  ye  Chemists  and  Druggists  to  the  rescue  !  They  will  try  to 
frighten  you  about  tho  doctors,  or  to  cajole  you  with  flimsy  promises,  or 
to  persuade  you  into  tho  adoption  of  some  innocent-looking  but  fatal 
resolution.  JVoio  remember  irhal  is  your  Kcal-ness,  and  be  on  your  guard. 
Stand  firm  to  your  Charter ;  stick  to  tho  seven  first  clauses  of  tho 
Chemists  and  Druggists'  bill  (those  seven  clauses  are  seven  jwints  of  your 
Charter,  which  tho  Select  Committee  of  tho  House  of  Commons  have 
approved) ;  Governmont  has  acknowledged  tho  righteousness  of  your 
cause,  and  vou  occurr  a  noble  position  REFonr,  the  world.  Will  you 
give  back  an  inch  of  your  hard-fought  ground?  Will  you  parley  with  ii 
beaten  enemy?  No!  You  will  hold  fast  that  which  victuyhas  given 
you,  and  exclaim — "tho  Bill,  the  whole  Hill,  and  nothing  but  "the  Bill." 

11.  Upon  the  ba.slB  of  that  Bill  you  will  ro.spcctiully  listen  to  any  pi-o- 
position  or  advico  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Council :  .md  nothing  would 
bo  nioro  gi-atifying  to  you  to  Icnm,  as  the  result  nf  a  friendly  conference 
desired  by  that  Council,  than  that  the  lion  will,  after  .all,  lie  down  with 
tho  lamb,  and  Chemists  and  Druggists  of  every  dcpicc  may  live  .as 
brethi  en  under  one  Corporation  common  to  nil  and  know  no  di.-tinrtion, 
oxoept  that  which  each  ny  his  talent  and  industry  may  achieve  for  him- 

.sclf. 

12.  For  such  a  consummation  I  pray:  and  for  such  a  conRummation  I 
will  work;  meanwhile  iiroparo  for  battle;  and  look  for  traitors  in  j-our 
camp.    May  God  help  tho  right  I  "  Vioii."
